Brevities. 

The  branch  memorial  to  Joseph  Priestley  is  to  be  erected 
in  the  Market  Place,  Birstall,  where  he  was  born. 

A  fire  broke  out  beneath  the  floor  of  the  pharmacy  of 
Sansbm  Bios.,  chemists,  Duke  Street,  Barrow-in-Furness, 
early  in  the  morning  of  February  23.  The  fire  brigade 
■extinguished  the  flames  before  serious  damage  was  done. 

The  Provincial  Grand  Master,  Right  Worshipful  Bro. 
E.  Fitzhugh,  Ph.C  presided  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  Notting- 
hamshire, held  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  Nottingham,  on  Feb- 
ruary 21. 

Gertrude  Wright  (36),  Arnold.  Nottingham,  died  suddenly 
on  Sunday  after  taking  a  Seidlitz  powder,  but  at  the 
inquest  last  Tuesday  the  medical  evidence  showed  that 
the  death  was  due  to  apoplexy,  the  result  of  diseased  kid- 
neys.   A  verdict  was  returned  accordingly. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Retailers'  Executive  Committee  of 
the  All-British  Shopping  Week  Movement  on  February  28, 
it  was  decided  that  the  formal  opening  of  the  London 
"week"  on  March  27  should  be  marked  by  a  suitable 
ceremony,  a  committee  being  appointed  to  make  the  neces- 
sary arrangements. 

The  Postmaster-General  announces  that  the  postage  rate 
on  parcels  from  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  Orange  Free 
State  and  the  Transvaal  Provinces  of  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  has  been  reduced  to  9d.  per  lb.,  also  the  rate  on 
parcels  not  exceeding  11  lb.  from  the  United  Kingdom 
to  Abyssinia  is  now  4s.  6i/. 

William  Hernden  and  Frederick  Mills  were  arrested 
in  Birmingham  on  February  5  while  trying  to  dispose  of 
articles  alleged  to  be  stolen  from  the  chief  retail  branch  of 
Boots,  Ltd.,  at  Nottingham  (C.  d-  D.,  February  11.  p.  208), 
and  were  committed  for  trial  to  the  next  quarter  sessions, 
at  the  Birmingham  Police  Court  on  February  28. 

The  Postmaster-General  has  issued  a  notice  deprecatjig 
the  use  of  envelopes  made  in  whole  or  in  part  of  pafer 
purporting  to  be  transparent,  through  which  the  ad- 
dresses written  on  the  enclosures  only  are  intended  to  be 
read.  He  does  not  prohibit  the  use  of  such  envelopes, 
but  points  out  that  it  is  difficult  to  read  the  addresses. 

Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Co.,  Ltd..  have  now  selected 
the  whole  of  their  1.200.000  acres  of  land  in  Rhodesia. 
Situated  5,000  feet  above  sea-level,  the  ranches  in  Rhodesia 
will  enable  the  company  to  continue  their  policy  of  open- 
air  bleeding.  Including  the  Argentine  and  other  farms, 
the  total  acreage  of  the  company's  farms  now  amounts  to 
nearly  5.000,000. 

The  London  County  Council's  Establishment  Committee 
propose  to  raise  the  salary  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Ccste  (chief  assist- 
ant to  the  chemist  in  the  Chemical  and  Gas-testing  Deoart- 
ment)  from  500/.  to  550,'.  a  year,  rising  twelve  months  later 
to  600/.  They  have  further  resolved  that  the  salary  of 
Mr.  E.  T.  Shelbourn,  senior  assistant,  be  increased  from 
350/.  to  375/.  a  year,  rising  twelve  months  later  to  400/. 

Efforts  are  being  made  by  the  Secretaries  to  make  the 
forthcoming  Cinderella  dance  of  the  Chemists'  Assis- 
tants' Association,  to  be  held  at  the  Cafe  Monico,  Picca- 
dilly Circus,  London,  W.,  on  March  9,  a  record.  Those 
connected  with  the  drug-trade  are  reminded  that  tickets 
(3s.  each)  may  be  obtained  from  the  Hon.  Secretaries  : 
Messrs.  B.  R.  Wilkinson,  23  Cromwell  Place,  South  Ken- 
sington, S.W. ,  and  M.  Daniels,  72  Great  Russell  Street, 
London,  W.C. 

In  the  High  Court,  King's  Bench  Division,  London,  be- 
fore Mr.  Justice  Pick  ford  and  a  commoo  jury  on  March  1. 
Mrs.  Annie  Matthews  Long,  herbalist  and  proprietor  of  a 
cure  for  consumption,  failed  in  an  action  against  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  "  Daily  Graphic,"  to  recover  damages  for  an 
alleged  libel  published  on  November  26.  1904.  The  matter 
complained  of  was  a  report  of  an  action  which  she  took  then 
against  Dr.  E.  A.  Boyd.  Seymour  Place,  Bryanfiton  Square. 
The  jury  found  that  the  report  was  fair  and  accurate. 


Institute  for  Optics. 

A  recommendation  that  a  grant  of  35,000/.  be  made  to 
the  Governors  of  the  Northampton  Polytechnic  Institute, 
Clerkenwell,  London,  E.G.,  is  on  the  agenda  of  the 
London  County  Council  Education  Committee.  The  grant 
is  towards  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  technical  in- 
stitute for  optics,  to  further  which  scheme,  it  will  be  re- 
membered, a  public  meeting  of  opticians  was  held  (C.  <£  D., 
October  22,  1910,  p.  619).  The  committee  suggest  that, 
having  regard  to  the  importance  of  the  optical  industry  to 
the  Navy  and  Army,  the  Government  should  be  asked  to 
give  financial  assistance  to  the  project.  The  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company  have  already  offered  to  co-operate  in  any 
satisfactory  scheme  which  the  London  County  Council  may 
recommend,  it  being  understood  that  the  Company  favour 
an  independent  institute  under  a  governing  authority 
representing  the  educational  authorities,  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company,  and  the  optical  trade. 

Institute  of  Chemistry. 

At  the  thirty-third  annual  general  meeting  of  the  In- 
stitute at  30  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on 
March  1,  with  the  President,  Dr.  George  Beilby,  F.R.S., 
in  the  chair.  Mr.  David  Howard,  in  moving  the  reception 
of  the  report  of  the  Council,  remarked  upon  the  influence 
of  the  Institute  in  providing  qualified  chemists  for  indus- 
tries, whereby  leading  manufacturers  were  led  to  appre- 
ciate more  and  more  the  practical  value  of  science.  The 
report  was  duly  received.  The  President,  in  delivering 
his  address,  first  referred  to  the  losses  of  the  Institute  by 
death,  mentioning  especially  Professor  Campbell  Brown, 
Mr.  Michael  Carteighe,  and  Mr.  Oscar  Guttmann.  He 
next  dealt  with  the  progress  and  work  of  the  Institute. 
He  said  also  that  the  Council  had  under  consideration  the 
institution  of  a  series  of  lectures  to  bridge  over  the  gap 
between  academic  training  and  practice.  In  conclusion, 
Dr.  Beilby  appealed  to  the  Fellows  and  Associates  them- 
selves to  promote  as  far  as  they  were  able  the  successful 
raising  of  the  Building  Fund.  The  officers  and  Council 
having  been  elected,  Dr.  Beilby  being  re-elected  Presi- 
dent, the  meeting  terminated. 

Census  of  Production. 

Another  series  of  tables  summarising  the  more  impor- 
tant trades  of  the  country  under  the  Census  of  Production 
Act,  1906,  has  been  issued.  The  present  tables  cover 
printing,  bookbinding,  the  printing  and  publishing  of 
newspapers  and  other  periodicals,  typefounding,  plate, 
jewellery,  watch  and  clock  factories  and  workshops, 
billiard-tables,  sports  requisites  factories  and  makers  of 
photographic  materials.  The  total  selling  value  or  value  of 
work  done  in  these  trades  amounted  to  60.610.000/..  the 
cost  of  the  materials  used  being  24.524.000/.,  the  number  of 
persons  employed  being  351.848. 

Salt-refining. 

The  daily  papers  this  week  have  given  some  particulars 
of  the  sale  of  the  patent  rights  in  the  United  States  of  a 
method  of  producing  salt  from  brine  by  a  process  per- 
fected by  Mr.  James  Hodgkinscn.  The  problem  has  been 
the  utilisation  of  the  heat  needed  for  the  evaporation  of 
the  brine  in  such  a  manner  that  the  saving  in  fuel  produces 
a  corresponding  diminution  in  the  cost  of  producing  the 
refined  salt.  A  battery  of  pans  is  utilised,  the  whole  being 
heated  from  one  fire;  the  use  of  an  automatic  stoker,  also 
invented  by  Mr.  Hodgkinson,  is  an  important  factor  in 
maintaining  the  constant  temperature  which  is  so  necessary 
in  salt-making.  It  is  stated  that  the  inventor  disposed  of 
his  rights  in  the  process,  except  for  the  United  Kingdom, 
to  the  Salt  King  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  that  it  is  this  company 
that  have  sold  the  American  rights  for  1,000,OCO/..  with  a 
royalty  of  2.?.  a  ton.  The  Canadian  rights  have  also,  it  is 
stated,  been  sold  to  another  syndicate.

Mr.  Norman  Evers,  of  Faversha.rn.  has  been  appointed 
assistant  to  the  City  Analyst,  Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  Ph.C, 
F.I.C. 

Mr.  F.  Barlow,  pharmacist,  has  been  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  of  the  Birmingham  Old  Library, 
which  has  been  in  existence  since  1800. 

Mr.  Herbert  W.  Hall,  younger  son  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Hall 
(of  Halls'  Pharmacies,  Ltd.),  Birnrngham,  has  passed  the 
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recent  Matriculation  examination  of  the  University  of 
London. 

>Mr.  W.  R.  Selleck.Ph.C,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  S-tow- 
bridge  Urban  Council,  is  strongly  supporting  a  com- 
mittee's recommendation  for  the  incorporation  of  the  town. 
It  is  hoped  that  he  will  be  the  first  Mayor. 

At  the  'Varsity  Students'  Theatre  Carnival  on  Monday 
a  quondam  pharmaceutical  student  sang  a  song  well,  and 
gained  the  first  prize  as  "a  tall  dark  lady  who  wore  a  red 
harem  skirt  with  distinction"  and  was  not  mobbed;  at 
least,  so  eays  the  local  "  Post." 

Sir  Thomas  Barclay  opened  the  Birmingham  Photo- 
graphic Society's  Exhibition  in  New  Street  on  Saturday 
afternoon,  when  he  gave  an  admirable  address  on  the 
evolution  of  the  art  of  photography  during  the  last  half- 
century.    Many  pharmacists  are  exhibitors. 

Owing  to  the  recommendation  of  the  writer  of  the 
Agricultural  Notes  in  the  "  Staffs  Sentinel  "  for  young 
farmers  to  use  the  lens  when  examining  food-stuffs,  etc. , 
quite  a  demand  has  sprung  up  for  this  line  of  optical 
goods.  At  present  the  watchmaker  supplies,  but  there  is 
a  good  opportunity  for  the  chemist-optician.

Alberta  Pharmacy  Act.— We  have  referred  in  recent 
issues  to  this  Act,  which  received  the  Royal  assent  on 
December  16,  1910.  The  Act  consists  of  40  sections,  with 
the  Poison  Schedule  and  form  of  voting-paper,  etc.  The 
Poison  Schedule  is  divided  into  two  parts,  the  first-part 
poisons  being  those  to  which  the  most  stringent  regula- 
tions apply  ;  but  the  regulations  applying  to  the  second 
part  do  not  appear  to  be  mentioned  in  the  Act.  The 
-schedule  is  as  follows  : 

Part  I. — Acid  hydrocyanic;  aconite,  and  preparations  and 
-compounds  thereof;  antimony  tartarated;  arsenic,  and  pre- 
parations and  compounds  thereof,  except  Paris  green  ;  atro 
pine  ;  belladonna,  and  preparations  and  compounds  thereof  ; 
chloral  hydrate  ;  chloroform;  cocaine;  oonium,  and  prepara- 
tions thereof  ;  croton  oil  ;  digitalin  ;  ergot,  and  preparations 
and  compounds  thereof;  hyoscyamus,  and  preparations; 
Indian  hemp  ;  mercury  bichloride  ;  morphia,  and  its  salts  and 
solutions;  nux  vomica,  and  its  preparations;  oil  of  bitter 
almonds;  oil  of  pennyroyal;  oil  of  tansy;  opium,  and  pre- 
parations and  compounds  thereof,  excepting  paregoric; 
potassium  cyanide;  strychnine,  and  its  salts  and  solutions. 

Part  11. — Acetanilid  ;  acid  carbolic  ;  acid  oxalic;  antipyrin  ; 
Calabar  beans;  cantharides ;  cocculus  spirits  (sic);  digitalis 
and  preparations;  euphorbium ;  elaterium ;  iodine  and  pre- 
parations; mercury  and  preparations;  oil  of  cedar;  phena- 
■cetin ;  potassium  iodide;  podophyllin ;  phosphorus;  savin, 
and  preparations ;  St.  Ignatius  beans ;  santonin;  sabadilla- 
seeds;  scammony ;  sulfonal ;  trional;  veratrine;  verdigris; 
zinc  sulphate. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  deal  with  the  company  question 
in  Section  30,  but  that  part  of  the  section  was  deleted 
during  the  passage  of  the  Bill  through  the  Legislature.

O.F.S.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — At  an  emer-

The  Commonwealth. 

Importing  Opium. — Opium  for  smoking  is  a  prohibited 
import.  By  the  Customs  Act  Amendment,  1910,  special 
powers  are  given  with  regard  to  prohibited  imports,  and 
a  proclamation  on  December  31.  1910,  makes  these,  apply 
to  smoking-opium  ;  that  is  to  say.  anybody  who  has  any- 
thing whatever  to  do  with  the  importation,  ha/3  the  opium 
in  his  possession,  aids  or  abets  in  its  importation  is  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  three 
months  and  not  exceeding  two  years.  Thb  is  the  most 
stringent  legislation  hitherto  enacted. 

Pharmacists  and  ttie  Defence  Forces. — The  change  in 
the  methods  of  arranging  for  the  defence  of  the  Common- 
wealth will  involve  some  alterations  in  the  arrangement 
with  regard  to  the  medical  service.  From  this  year  every 
boy  who  becomes  apprenticed  to  a  pharmacist  and  is  of  the 
age  of  fourteen  to  seventeen  or  upwards  will  have  to  regis- 
ter himself  for  the  Defence  Forces.  He  will  be  subjected 
to  regular  training.  Under  the  regulation  published,  the 
Standing  Orders  of  the  Australian  Army  Medical  Services, 
paragraph  230,  duly  qualified  and  registered  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia  may  on  first 
appointment  be  recommended  for  the  rank  of  "  honorary 
lieutenant."  Very  few  have  applied  for  appointment,  and 
there  seems  a  doubt  if  any  more  will  be  recognised.  Most 
of  the  drug-compounders  of  the  citizen  forces  are  engaged 
in  other  occupations  than  that  of  handling  drugs.  These, 
have  risen  from  the  rank  of  private  either  by  length  of 
service  or  examination,  and  are  instructed  in  Sydney  by 
a  chemist  who  served  in  Africa  with  the  Army  Medical 
Corps.  A  compounder  under  the  old  regulation  received 
ils.  per  day  for  sixteen  days  in  the  year,  but  under  the 
new  regulation  3  s.  or  4s.  is  all  that  he  will  receive.  The 
dispensing  establishments  of  the  permanent  forces  in  the 
several  capitals,  except  in  Adelaide,  are  equipped  with 
most  of  the  necessities  of  a  small  pharmacy.  Little  or  no 
apparatus  i.l  kept  beyond  measures  and  scales,  seeing  that 
everything  is  bought  ready-made  under  contract.

Essential  Oil  of  the  Sassafras-tree,  Native  of  Victoria" 
(100/.). 

New  South  Wales. 

Carbolic  Acid  Scheduled. — By  a  "  Gazetto  "  notice  dated 
December  31,  1910.  liquid  preparations  of  carbolic  acid 
(phenol)  and  its  homologues  containing  more  than  3  per 
cent,  of  those  substances  are  declared  to  be  poisons  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Poisons  Act,  1902,  and  are  placed 
in  the  second  part  of  the  .schedule. 
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Suicide  with  Quinine. — A  young  Milanese  was  recently 
found  in  the  Public  Gardens  lying  extended  in  agony. 
He  had  been  trying  to  commit  suicide  by  swallowing  50 
pastilles  of  "quinine  of  the  State,"  as  this  Government- 
controlled  article  is  termed  in  Italy.  He  was  afforded 
medical  aid  and  then  taken  to  a  hospital,  where  he  was 
reported  as  being  still  in  imminent  danger  of  loss  of  life. 

French  Medicines  and  San  Thome  Cocoa. — A  telegram 
from  Lisbon  to  the  London  "  Daily  News  "  states  that  Sen- 
hor  Bernardino  Machado,  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  and 
M.  St.  Rene-Taillandier,  the  Minister  of  France,  have  ar- 
ranged a  commercial  modus  vivendi  between  France  and 
Portugal  based  on  the  most-favoured-nation  reciprocal 
treatment.  Portugal  will  immediately  grant  France  ex- 
ceptional facilities  for  the  importation  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities,  silks,  etc.  France  in  return  will  facilitate  the 
introduction  of  cocoa  for  the  Portuguese  African  islands. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Strike. — In  Lodz,  a  Russian 
town  with  a  population  cf  over  350.000  inhabitants,  the 
assistants  in  thirty-four  pharmacies  recently  went  on 
strike,  demanding  a  reduction  in  the  hours  of  work  to  six 
and  a  half  hours  a  day,  and  an  increase  in  salary.  At  first 
the  owners  had  to  attend  t  :>  the  whole  work  single-handed, 
and  as  it  was  found  impossible  to  meet  the  demands  made 
upon  them,  it  was  deeded  to  close  a  certain  number  of 
pharmacies,  and  the  owners  of  the  closed  pharmacies  took 
their  share  of  work  in  the  premises  which  kept  open.  In 
consequence  of  the  danger  to  the  public  health  caused  by 
this  state  of  affairs,  it  was  decided  to  take  prompt  action 
to  put  an  end  to  the  strike.  The  chief  of  the  police  called 
the  strikers  to  a  conference,  and  informed  them  that  un- 
less they  resumed  work  by  6  p.m.  the  same  evening,  he 
would  use  all  the  means  in  his  power  to  stop  the  strike.  As 
they  did  not  resume  work,  fifty-four  pharmaceutical  assis- 
tants on  strike,  including  nine  women,  were  arrested,  and 
were  forced  to  give  a  written  promise  that  they  would 
resume  work.    The  others  had  already  left  the  town. 

International  Pharmaceutical  Federation. — At  the 
International  Congress  of  Pharmacy  held  in  Brussels  last 
September  it  was  agreed  to  form  an  International  Phar- 
maceutical Federation.  The  step  was  taken  on  the  initia- 
tive of  the  Netherlands  Society  of  Pharmacy  (C.  &  D., 
September  10,  1910,  p.  406).  The  provisional  committee 
has  now  arranged  the  composition  of  the  permanent 
Commission.  The  office  cf  the  Federation  is  at  4  Schenk- 
weg,  La  Hague,  Holland,  the  residence  of  one  of  the 
Secretaries,  Mr.  J.  J.  H  of  man.'  The  other  Secretary  is 
Mr.  O.  Van  Schoor,  20  Rue  Vondel,  Antwerp.  The  fol-

INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Personal. — Mr.  David  Hooper,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Major 
F.  E.  Swinton,  M.R.C.S.  (medical  storekeeper  to  Bombay 
Government),  and  Major  A.  T.  Gage,  M.B.,  F.L.S.  (Royal 
Botanical  Gardens,  Sibpur,  Calcutta),  have  been  appointed 
jurors  of  the  Allahabad  Exhibition  (Chemicals  and  Medi- 
cinal Preparations  section). 

Proposed  Indian  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — Rai  Sunderlal 
Bandur  introduced  into  the  United  Provinces  Legislative 
Council  at  Allahabad  on  January  21  a  Bill  providing  for 
the  prevention  of  the  adulteration  of  food  and  drugs.  The- 
Bill,  which  is  drafted  on  the  lines  of  the  English  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  has  been  referred  to  a  Select  Com- 
mittee. It  provides  penalties  for  a  first  offence  up  to' 
100  r&.,  and  for  a  second  or  any  subsequent  offence  up  to. 
500  rs. 

Imperial  Preferential  Tariff. — At  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  the  United  Planters'  Association  of  Southern. 
India,  held  at  Bangalore,  nine  resolutions  were  adopted. 
nern.  con.  affirming  complete  adherence  to  a  preference  in. 
duty  on  British-grown  coffee,  tea,  rubber,  cinchona  bark, 
and  quinine,  cocoa,  cotton,  and  wheat.  The  Association, 
believes  "  that  a  preferential  tariff  for  cinchona  bark 
acid  quinine  is  a  matter  of  Imperial  importance,  and 
should  receive  the  attention  of  every  far-seeing  British 
statesman." 

Cocaine  and  Cocaine  Substitutes. — Following  the- 
Indian  Government  notification  issued  in  November  1909 
(C.  <t-  IJ. ,  December  18,  1910,  Col.  Swpp.)  prohibiting; 
or  restricting  the  importation  of  beta-eucaine,  beta- 
eucaine  lactate,  and  holocaine,  conies  another  of  recent 
date  directing  that  the  sale  of  these  cocaine  substitutes^ 
be  prohibited  except  for  bond- fide  medical  purposes. 
Licences  for  the  sale  of  these  drugs  will  only  be- 
issued  to  druggists,  chemists,  and  medical  prac- 
titioners, and  .intending  licensees  should  apply  to  the- 
collector,  who  grants  them  at  his  discretion ;  the  form 
and  specified  conditions  are  the  same  as  for  the  cocaine- 
licence.  The  Governor-in-Council  also  directs  that 
}„  grain  of  the  above  drugs,  as  well  as  cocaine  and  novo- 
cain, be  the  limit  which  may  be  transported  or  removed' 
without  a  permit  in  the  Presidency  of  Bombay,  including; 
Sind  and  Aden,  except  on  the  bond-fide  prescription  of  a 
qualified  medical  practitioner,  when  the  limit  is  6  grains, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  practitioner  himself,  when  the  limit 
is  20  grains.  These  limits  and  exceptions  also  apply  to. 
the  safe,  of  the  drugs  to  persons  other  than  duly  licensed 
medical  practitioners  and  chemists  and  druggists. 


JAPANESE  JOTTINGS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


The  Japan  Oxygen  Co.  have  been  organised  at  Tokyo, 
with  a  capital  ol  5.000/.  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing, 
oxygen  gas  and  other  chemicals. 

A  Method  for  preparing  magnesium  carbonate  free  from 
impurities  is  the  subject  of  a  patent  application  by  Mr. 
Chuhachi  Ninomiya,  manager  of  the  Dainippon  Seiyaku-. 
Kabushiki  Kaisha. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Office  there  are  584  pharmacists,  1,350  druggists,  2,409 
manufacturing  chemists,  and  10,560  patent-medicine- 
vendors  in  the  city  of  Tokyo. 

The  Japan  Celluloid  Co.,  whose  factory  is  now  under 
construction  at  Aboshi,  Harima  Province,  near  Kobe,  wiU 
commence  operations  this  year.  The  materials  to  be  used 
will  be  Japanese  products,  except  a  kind  of  paper  of 
superior  quality,  which  is  to  be  imported  from  Italy. 
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TRADE  LAW. 

Question  of  Payment.— In  the  City  of  London  Court,  on 
'Tuesday,  February  28,  Messrs.  Barclay  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  95 
JTarringdon  Street,  E.C.,  sued  Messrs.  Carter  &  Co., 
chemists,  75  Westow  Hill,  Upper  Norwood,  for  47.  15s.  4(7.  for 
goods  supplied  in  the  usual  way  of  trade.  Defendants'  soli- 
citor said  that  they  admitted  the  order  and  delivery  of  the 
goods,  with  the  exception  of  5s.  bd.  ;  but  the  defence  was  that 
the  whole  of  the  money  sued  for  had  been  paid.  Mr.  Lind- 
say Barclay,  plaintiffs'  town  manager,  produced  the  orders 
And  said  he  saw  to  the  execution  of  them.  Evans,  one  of 
plaintiffs'  carmen,  said  he  delivered  the  whole  of  the  goods. 
&me  were  paid  for  on  delivery  and  others  were  not. — Defen- 
dants' solicitor  said  that  the  terms  on  which  they  did  business 
with  the  plaintiffs  were  payment  on  delivery.  They  had 
always  paid  the  plaintiffs  as  the  chemicals  were  delivered. 
Receipts  were  always  taken,  but  they  accumulated  and  it.  was 
difficult  to  find  them  all.  They  had  the  bulk  of  them.— Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  referred  the  case  to  the  Assistant  Regis- 
trar to  go  through  the  accounts. 

Focal-plane  Shutters.  —  In  the  City  of  London  Court 
on  February  27,  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  had  again  before 
him  the  action  brought  by  -Tudor  T.  Hora  &  Co.,  chemists, 
346  York  Road,  Wandsworth,  against  Mr.  Albrecht  0.  Roth, 
'Camera  expert,  9  Charterhouse  Street.  E.C.,  to  recover  nine- 
teen guineas  damages  for  not  doing  work  to  'be  done  to  six 
focal-plane  shutters,  as  well  as  a  Tihorn.ton-Picka.rd  shutter. 
'The  case  was  first  heard  before  the  Judge  on  November  22  and 
reported  in  the  C.  &  D..  November  25,  1910,  index  folio  786, 
and  January  21,  index  folio  74.  The  case  was  again  heard  at. 
much  length.  Plaintiffs  said  that  the  defendant,  had  failed 
to  do  the  work,  hence  the  present  claim.  Defendant  said  that 
the  contract  was  wrongfully  terminated  by  the  plaintiffs  and 
therefore  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  retain  the  money 
-which  the  plaintiffs  had  paid.  Defendant  had  tendered  the 
goods  partly  done,  which  plaintiffs  had  refused  to  accept. 
Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  found  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the  67.  paid 
in,  with  costs,  and  the  defendant  to  have  his  costs  since. 

A  Workman's  Death.— In  the  Court  of  Aopeal,  before 
the  Master  of  the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices  Moulton  .and 
Buckley,  on  Tuesday,  February  28,  the  case  of  Farmer  r. 
Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  was  heard  upon  the  appeal  of 
the  applicant  from  the  aw.ard  of  the  Shoreditch  County  Court 
Judge,  sitting  as  the  arbitrator  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  Mr.  Sankey,  K.C.,  stated 
that  thi6  was  the  appeal  of  Mrs.  Farmer,  the  widow  of  a 
-workman,  from  an  award  made  in  favour  of  the  respondents 
by  his  Honour  Judge  Smyly  at  the  Shoreditch  County 
Court.  The  County  Court  Judge  held  that  there  was  no  evi- 
dence of  an  accident  to  the  deceased  at  all.  Respondents 
■also  raised  two  other  points,  which  were  not  dealt  with  by  the 
County  Court.  Judge.  Farmer,  the  deceased,  was  a  pepper 
grinder  in  the  respondents'  employment  on  February  21, 
1909,  on  which  day  a  fellow  workman  who  stood  close  to  the 
deceased  heard  him  say  that  he  had  hurt  his  back  and  saw 
the  man  fall  across  the  pepper  hopper.  Farmer  was  taken 
"home  and  he  died  six  days  later.  The  cause  of  death  was 
stoppage,  which  the  applicant  said  was  caused  by  the  strain 
-which  took  place  on  February  21.  The  learned  counsel  con- 
tended that  the  County  Court  Judge  was  wrong  in  saying 
that  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  of  the  accident.  With- 
out calling  upon  counsel  for  the  employers  their  Lordships 
affirmed  the  decision  of  the  learned  County  Court  Judge  and 
dismissed  the  appeal  with  costs. 

"  Boiled  Oil  "  and  Turpentine —  The  Stipendiary  Magis- 
trate at  Liverpool  on  Thursday,  February  23,  heard  two 
summonses  taken  out  by  the  West  Derby  LTnion  against  Mr. 
.Alfred  H.  Samuel  Yates,  J. P.  (trading  as  Messrs.  H.  Samuel 
■&  Co.,  paint-manufacturers,  Leeds  Street,   Liverpool),  for 
•offences  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act.    Counsel  for  the 
prosecution  said  def  endant  had  a  contract  with  the  Guardians 
to  supply  painters'  materials,  and  the  two  articles  in  respect 
-of  which  the  summonses  had  reference  were  boiled  oil  and 
linseed  oil,  and  turpentine.    Samples  had  been  analysed, 
and  the  report  of  the  analyst  showed  that  the  goods  delivered 
as  boiled  oil  were  not  boiled  or  linseed  oil,  but.  included  a 
substitute  containing  mineral  oil.     The  turpentine  analysis 
showed  it  to  be  a  mixture  containing  a  large  percentage  of 
paraffin  oil.    For  the  def  ence,  it  was  explained  that,  the  boiled 
■oil  had  been  forwarded  by  defendant's  foreman  without  defen- 
dant's knowledge,  while  in  reference  to  the  turpentine  defen- 
dant was  under  the  impression  that  it  corresponded  with  the 
sample  which  was  the  basis  of  the  contract.  Defendant 
offered  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  analysis  and  those  proceeds 
'(and  they  had  fixed  the  sum  at  357.)  so  that  the  ratepayers 
would  not  be  put  to  any  loss;  and  in  regard  to  any  possible 
loss  to  the  Guardians  owing  to  the  inferior  deliveries,  defen- 


dant was  prepared  to  pay  twenty-five  guineas  as  damages 
for  breach  of  contract.  On  hearing  this  counsel  for  the  prose- 
cution asked  permission  to  withdraw  the  summonses,  and  his 
Worship,  in  agreeing,  said  he  wa.s  convinced  there  had  been 
no  intention  to  deceive. 

Metropolitan  Water  Rates. -The  Court  of  Appeal 
decided  on  February  24  an  important  question  arising  from 
the  case  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  v.  Colley's 
Patents,  Ltd.  It  was  an  appeal  by  the  Board  from  a  judg- 
ment by  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  and  Mr.  Justice  Coleridge 
on  an  appeal  by  the  Board  from  the  decision  of  the  Judge  of 
the  Westminster  County  Court,  to  the  effect  that  water  sup- 
plied to  the  defendants  (manufacturers  of  railway  tickets 
and  paper)  and  used  among  other  purposes  for  drinking, 
sanitary  conveniences,  and  for  cleansing  the  premises,  was 
supplied  for  trade  purposes  and  not  domestic  purposes,  and 
accordingly  that  the  defendants  were  entitled  to  a  supply  by 
meter  and  were  not  liable  to  pay  a  water  rate  based  upon 
the  rateable  value  of  their  premises.  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore 
held  that  the  water  was  supplied  for  trade  purposes,  and  not 
for  domestic  purposes  within  the  meaning  of  the  Metropoli- 
tan Water  Board  (Charges)  Act.  1907.  Mr.  Justice  Cole- 
ridge held  that  the  supply  wa.s  for  domestic  purposes. 
Accordingly  the  County  Court  judgment  stood — hence  the 
appeal,  which  the  Court  now  allowed,  Lords  Justices  Far- 
well  and  Kennedy  being  for  and  Lord  Justice  Vaughan 
Williams  against  the  appeal.  In  a  letter  to  "The  Times" 
Colley's  Patents.  Ltd.,  state  that  they  are  willing  to  carry 
the  case  to  the  House  of  Lords,  provided  they  are  supported 
by  others  interested.  The  particular  effect  of  the  decision 
is  that  everyone  in  the  Water  Board  district  carrying  on  a 
particular  manufacture  or  business  must  first  pay  a  water 
rate  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  rateable  value,  less  a  rebate  in 
cases  over  300'.  per  annum,  and  in  addition  must  pay  at.  the 
full  meter  rate  for  all  water  used  for  trade  purposes. 

Keying  Advertisements.—  In  the  City  of  London  Court, 
on  February  23,  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  delivered  judg- 
ment, in  a  case  already  mentioned  in  the  C.  it  D., 
in  which  Frederick  E.  Potter,  Ltd.,  advertising  agents, 
Koh-i-Noor  House,  Kingsway,  sued  Dr.  Dean  Bennett, 
trading  as  the  Trilene  Co.,  66  Finsbury  Pavement,  to 
recover  787.  18s.  2d.  for  advertisements  inserted  in,  five  maga- 
zines. Plaintiffs'  case  was  that  defendant  instructed  them 
to  insert  advertisements  to  the  amount  of  317.  Defendant 
objected  to  pay  that,  sum  on  the  ground  that  the  keying  of  the 
advertisements  was  wrong.  The  proprietors  of  medical  speci- 
fics considered  it  necessary  that  they  should  know  where  the 
advertisements  were  mostly  seen,  and  they  directed  answers 
to  be  sent  to  certain  initials,  thus  proving  the  most  valuable 
advertising  medium.  Owing  to  a  mistake,  on  the  part  of  the 
printers  of  the  oeriodicals  in  question,  who  inserted  a  "  D  " 
instead  of  a  "  B,"  the  defendant  could  not  accurately  trace 
th«  source  of  his  answers.  Hence  his  refusal  to  pay,.  Plain- 
tiffs now  claimed  477.,  costs  of  subsequent  legal  proceedings, 
which  were  abortive,  in  ascertaining  whether  the  proprietors 
of  the  journals  could  recover  or  not  against  the  plaintiffs, 
which  they  did. — Defendant  disputed  his  liability  for  the  477., 
but  he  now  paid  317.  into  court.  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C., 
said  the  question  was  an  interesting  and  an  important  one, 
and  he  had  reserved  his  decision  for  consideration.  He  now 
found  the  nlaintiffs  were  entitled  to  be  indemnified  by  the 
defendant  for  the  money  which  thev  had  had  to  pay  for  the 
advertisements  and  the  reasonable  costs  incurred  in  the 
actions  brought  against  them.  The  amount  would  be  fixed 
by  the  Registrar. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Nugget  Polish. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  February  24,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Swinf en  Eady,  the  case  of  the  Nugget  Polish  Co. , 
Ltd..  v.  the  Harboro  Rubber  Co.  was  mentioned  by 
Mr.  A.  J.  Walter,  K.C.,  who  said  he  had  a  motion  for  an 
injunction.  There  was  evidence,  however,  which  showed 
that  the  matter  must  be  tried  on  the  action,  and  he  had 
therefore  arranged  with  Mr.  Russell,  K.C.,  that  there 
should  be  no  order  on  the  motion  except  that  the  costs 
should  be  costs  in  the  cause.  Mr.  Russell,  K.C.,  for  the 
defendants,  assented,  and  his  Lordship  allowed  the  motion 
to  stand  over  till  the  trial  of  the  action. 

Atkinson's  Perfumes. 

Mr.  Justice  Parker  had  before  him,  on  February  24,  a 
motion  by  the  plaintiffs  in  the  action  of  J.  &  E.  Atkinson, 
Ltd.,  v.  H.  W.  Atkinson.  This  had  already  been  before 
the  Court,  but  had  stood  over  to  give  the  defendant  op- 
portunity of  answering  the  plaintiffs'  evidence. 

Mr.  Romer,  K.C.,  stated,  in  support  of  the  motion,  that 
this  was  in  the  nature  of  a  passing-off  action.  The  plaintiffs 
complained  of  the  defendant's  use  of  the  name  Atkinson 
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in  connection  with  the  sale  of  perfumes.  The  de- 
fendant was  very  anxious  to  have  the  matter  determined 
■speedily,  and  unquestionably  he  had  a  right  to  object 
to  a  motion  of  this  kind  hanging  over  his  head.  Seeing 
that  it  was  inconvenient  to  try  proceedings  of  this  kind 
on  affidavit  evidence,  Mr.  Romer  asked  his  Lordship  to 
try  the  action  some  time  during  the  present  sittings,  and 
added  that  some  arrangement  might  be  come  to. 

Mr.  Colefax  said  he  thought  there  must  be  pleadings 
to  defend  the  issues  between  the  parties. 

His  Lordship  said  he  believed  he  could  try  the  matter 
this  term.  He  gave  the  parties  liberty  to:  apply  when 
the  pleadings  were  closed  to  fix  a  day  for  the  hearing.  No 
order,  therefore,  was  made  upon  the  motion,  save  that  the 
costs  should  be  costs  in  the  action. 

Elliman's  First  Aid  Book. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  February  28,  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Darling  had  before  him,   for  further  consideration, 
the  case  of  W.  H.  Smith  &  Son  against  Elliman.  Sons 
&  Co. 

Appearing  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  Mr.  Acland,  K.C., 
said  the  case  originally  came  on  for  trial  before  his  Lord- 
ship last  June,  the  claim  being  for  the  price  of  printing 
and  binding  copies  of  a  book  entitled  "  Elliman's  First 
Aid  Book."  It  was  contended  by  the  defendants  that  the 
books  were  not  properly  bound  or  printed,  andt  after  coun- 
sel had  opened  the  case  the  Judge  suggested  that  the 
parties  might  well  consider  the  possibility  of  their  coming 
to  some  arrangement.  The  result  was  that  the  case  was 
.subsequently  settled  on  terms,  a  juror  being  withdrawn, 
and  the  defendants  agreeing  to  pay  the  plaintiffs  1,0382. 
less  271/.  which  had  been  paid  into  court  and  which  was  to 
be  paid  out  to  the  plaintiffs.  Messrs.  W.  H.  Smith  &  Son 
were  to  deliver  to  the  .defendants  the  balance  of  the  books- 
in  accordance  with  sample,  and  each  party  was  to  pay  its 
own  costs.  Any  dispute  as  to  the  nature  of  the  books  or 
binding  was  to  be  decided  by  a  referee.  The  matter  hung 
fire  for  some  time,  and  the  present  position  was  that  no 
part  of  the  money  had  been  paid.  A  referee  made  an 
award  to  the  effect  that  the  books  delivered,  some  20,000  in 
number,  were  im  to  sample,  and  that  the  defendants  should 
accept  them.  The  defendants  had  now  intimated  that  they 
intended  to  move  to  have  that  award  set  aside,  and  coun- 
sel's present  application  to  his  Lordship  was  for  an  order 
that  the  1,038/.,  less  271/.,  should  he  paid  to  the  plaintiffs 
forthwith. 

Mr.  Willoughby  Williams  (for  the  defendants)  argued 
that  the  application  was  misconceived,  and  said  a  motion 
would  be  made  to  set  aside  the  referee's  award  on  various 
grounds. 

Eventually  Mr.  Justice  Darling  ordered  that  the  money 
(767/.  13s.  3</.)  should  be  brought  into  court  within  a  week, 
and,  if  notice  of  the  motion  mentioned  were  not  given  before 
March  4,  there  would  be  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  that 
that  sum  be  paid  out  to  them. 

Weights  and  Measures  Acts. 

Obstructing  an  Inspector. 
At  Edgware  Petty  Sessional  Court,  before  Sir  William 
S.  Gilbert  and  another  Magistrate,  on  February  23,  Walter 
Taylor,  chemist  and  druggist,  442  Finchley  Road,  Child's 
Hill,  was  summoned  for  obstructing  an  inspector  of 
weights  and  measures  in  the  course  of  his  duties  and  also 
with  having  in  his  possession  for  trade  two  unstamped 
weights.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  barrister-at Jaw,  prosecuted 
for  the  Middlesex  County  Council.  One  of  defendant's 
assistants  explained  that  Mr.  Taylor  was  unable  to  leave 
his  shop  for  the  purpose  of  attending  court.  Inspector 
Mars  ham  said  that  on  January  30  he  visited  ithe  shop  with 
his  assistant  Holmes.  On  entering  the  shop  they  saw  a 
counter-scal-3  in  use  for  weighing  packets  of  liquorice- 
powder.  While  witness  was  looking  at  a  dispensing-scale. 
Holmes  saw  a  youth  remove  the  counter-scale  to  a  back 
room.  When  witness  asked  to  see  this  scale,  Mr.  Taylor 
persisted  in  denying  that  he  possessed  any  scale  except  the 
dispensing-balance.  Eventually  witness  threatened  to 
make  a  thorough  search  of  the  premises,  and  a  counter- 
scale,  dusty  and  with  traces  of  white  crystals  like  Epsom 
salts  on  it,  was  forthcoming.  This  might  have  been  the 
scale  originally  seen,  but  witness  thought  it  was  a  different 


one.  An  assistant  named  Holdman  gave  evidence  for  the 
defence.  He  stated  that  the  scale  was  taken  into  the 
back  room  in  order  that  it  might  be  cleaned  before  being 
tested  by  the  inspector.  Defendant  was  fined  20-s.  and  8-s. 
costs  on  the  first  summons,  ar.d  2-s.  6d.  on  the  summons 
relating  to  the  unstamped  weights.

The  principle,  which  remains 
unchanged  to-day,  consists  in 
gradually  cooling  the  melted 
paraffin  scale  in  shallow  tins  so 
as  to  obtain  good  crj'stallisa- 
tion.  The  cakes  are  subse- 
quently heated  in  ovens  to  re- 
move    oil.       Previously  the 

scale  was  mixed  with  naphtha  and  the  crystallised  mass- 
pressed  out  after  cooling,  oil  and  softer  paraffins  being 
removed  with  the  naphtha.  Mr.  Hodges  was  held  in  high 
esteem  by  the  company  and  his  colleagues.

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Australian  Pharmaceutical 
Conference. 


IN  fine  summer  weather  the  third  of  the  new  series 
of  meetings  of  this  Conf erence  (which  at  present  is 
under  the  wing  of  the  Australian  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science)  opened    at    Sydney,  N.S.W..  on 
January  9  and  continued  until  the  14th.    It  was  in  1895 
at  the  Brisbane  meeting  of  the  Association  (writes  our 
Melbourne  correspondent)  that  Mr.  George  Watkins,  joint 
Secretary  of  the  Chemical  Section,  secured  several  papers 
of  more  or  less  pharmaceutical  interest,  and  the  pharma- 
cists present  discussed  the  question  whether  it  would  not 
be  possible  to  have  a  pharmaceutical  sub-section  of  the 
Association.    The  time  was  not  ripe  for  that,  and  prac- 
tically nothing   was   done   at  the   meetings   in  Sydney 
(1897')    and    Melbourne    (1899),    and    though    a  'phar- 
maceutical    vice-president     had     been     appointed,  it 
was  not  until  the  meeting  in  Adelaide  four  years  ago 
that  any  further  steps  were  taken.    At  that  meeting  a 
big  effort  was  made  to  hold  a  pharmaceutical  conference. 
This  was  done.     Visitors  from  other  States  were  not 
numerous,  but  papers  were  read,  and  the  meeting  was  so 
enjoyable  that  it  was  felt  that  it  must  become  a  per- 
manent fixture.  This  is  regarded  as  the  first  meeting  of  the 
present  series.    The  next  meeting  was  held  in  Brisbane  in 
1909,  and  was  well  attended.    Several  papers  were  read, 
and  the  re-publication  of  a  revised  "Australian  Pharma 
ceutical  Formulary  "  was  undertaken.     The  Conference 
was  now  fortunate  in  having  as  its  General  Secretary  Mr 
R.    C.   Cowley,   Ph.C,   F.C.S.,   formerly  of  Liverpool 
whose  familiarity  with  the  meetings  of  the  British  Phar 
maceutical  Conference  has  been  of  the  greatest  service, 
and  who  has  been  indefatigable  in  his  work  for  the  young 
body  and  its  publication.    The  present  Conference  meet 
ings  were  held  in  the  Sydney  University,  Mr.  T.  S.  Loney, 
pharmaceutical  chemist  (G.B.),  President  of  the  Pharma 
ceutical  Society  of  N.S.W.,  presiding  at  the  opening  meet 
ing.

After  the  formal  proceedings  on  the  opening  day  Mr.  A 
Wadsworth  was  elected  President,  in  succession  to  Mr 
A.  B.  Chater,  F.C.S..  of  Brisbane.    The  Conference  wa 
held  day  by  day  under  Mr.  Wadsworth's  presidency.  A 
striking  feature  of  the  proceedings  was  the  collection  of 
papers  prepared  by  Mr.  G.  J.  Mackay,  Ph.C,  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland,  and  Mr 
R.   C.   Cowley,   Secretary  of  that  Society,  Director  of 
the  College  of  Pharmacy  of  Brisbane,  and  General  Secre- 
tary of  the  Conference.    Other  papers  were  read,  includ- 
ing one  from  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Laboratory, 
by  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  on  the  constituents  of  some  cucur- 
bitaceous  plants.     Mr.   W.   T.   Wearne,  of  the  Sydney 
Hospital,  gave  a  good  resume  of  antiseptics.    Mr.  T.  E. 
Turner,  of  Melbourne,  contributed  a  paper  on  the  "  Ideal 
School  of  Pharmacy."  In  addition  to  this  several  topics 
of  general  interest  to  pharmacists  were  discussed.  Reci 
procity  with  the  United  Kingdom  was  advocated  by  men 
who  themselves  hold  the  British  qualification,  but  their 
cry  was  "Justice  for  Queensland"  or  "Justice  for  Aus- 
tralia," and  the  feeling  was  strongly  expressed  that  Great 
Britain  has  no  strong  desire  to  recognise  the  certificates 
of  Colonial  bodies.    A  strong  resolution  was  passed  calling 
upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  to 
hasten  their  steps  in  this  matter.    The  resolution  is  to 
be  sent  to  the  Society  and  to  the  Home  Secretary.  An 
other  important  discussion  was  on  reciprocity  with  New 
Zealand,  and,  after  a  consultation  between  the  Registrars 
of  the  five  Pharmacy  Boards,  who  were  present,  and  Mr 


Castle,  President  of  the  New  Zealand  Pharmacy  Board, 
it  was  resolved  that  Mr.   Castle  should  make  informal 
application  to  the  different  Pharmacy  Boards  to  ascer- 
tain if  and  on  what  terms  they  would  be  prepared  to 
grant  reciprocity  for  New  Zealand  certificates.  The  opera- 
tion of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  the  proposed  regula- 
tions drafted  by  the  Inter-State  Conference  in  Sydney  in 
May  last  came  up  f  or  discussion  ;  also  the  constitution  of 
the  Conference,  which  at  present  consists  of  an  Executive 
made  up  of  representatives  of  the  various  State-Phar- 
maceutical Societies.  It  also  has  members  who  have  to  be 
elected,  and  any  pharmaceutical  chemist  may  be  a  member. 
Three  definite  motions  were  submitted  and  discussed,  but 
not  carried.  The  discussion  did  good,  however,  as  it  brought 
out  some  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  present  organisation, 
and  proved  the  need  for  federal  pharmaceutical  organisa- 
tion.   The  latter  need  was  again  the  topic  of  conversa- 
tion and  a  speech  at  a  dinner  given  by  Sydney  chemists  to 
the  Conference,  Mr.   Maiden,  General  Secretary  of  the- 
Association,   and  other  speakers    expressing  the  great 
desirability  of  some  federal  organisation.     From  begin- 
ning to  end  the  meeting   was  a  great  success  and  a 
credit  to  all  who  had  to  do  with  the  arrangements,  and 
not  least  to  Mr.    Cowley,    who   was   re-elected  General! 
Secretary.

We  append  abstracts  of  the  papers  which  were  read  : 
Proteolytic  Value  of  Pepsin  Preparations. 
By  G.  J.  Mackay. 
The  author  took  up  the  question  raised  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher 
at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  1906  regarding 
the  non-activity  of  pepsin  in  alkaline  solutions.    All  avail- 
able proprietary  preparations  of  bismuth  and  pepsin  in  liquid 
form  have  been  examined  and  found  to  contain  free  alkali 
owing  to  the  method  of  making  liquor  bismuthi.    Mr.  Cow- 
ley's discovery  of  a  new  series  of  bismuth  compounds  that  are 
.table  in  neutral,  or  even  faintly,  acid  solutions,  seems  to 
make  possible  the  preparation  of  an  active  solution  of  pepsin 
in  tiie  presence  of  bismuth.    This  method  has  been  adopted 
by  the  Australasian  Formulary  Committee,  and  tests  have 
proved  the  activity  of  the  preparation 

Notes  on  Cep.tain  Metallic  Oleates. 
By  G.  J.  Mackay. 
The  oleates  of  the  Pharmacopoeia — lead,  mercury,  and  zinc — 
are  verv  crudely  prepared,  and  the  suggestion  to  include  a 
scries  of  "oleinates"  is  regarded  as  unnecessary  and  ridicu- 
lous. Mr.  Mackay  advocated  the  adoption  of  the  process 
of  obtaining  pure  oleates  by  the  reaction  between  metallic 
salts  and  solution  of  potassium  or  sodium  oleate.  The  pre- 
cipitation should  take  place  in  the  presence  of  a  large  quan- 
tity of  hot  water,  and  the  quantity  of  metallic  salt  should 
slightly  in  excess  of  that  required  for  combination.  In  a 
similar  manner  stearates  may  be  prepared.  Reference  was 
made  to  various  new  oleates,  such  as  those  of  barium,  uranium, 
thorium,  silver  and  bismuth.  Silver  oleate  is  readily  absorbed, 
nd  possesses  a  bactericidal  action  of  a  very  high  order. 
Bismuth  oleate  would  be  useful  in  x-ray  diagnoses  in  place 
of  the  subnitrate  carbonate  and  basic  chloride  which  are 
now  employed.  Oleate  of  ammonium  should  be  much  more 
widely  used  ;  it  renders  oils  and  fats  capable  of  being  easily 
emulsified  with  water. 

Solution  of  Bismuth  and  Ammonium  Citrate. 
By  R.  C.  Cowley. 
The  author  referred  to  hiis  earlier  work  on  liquor  bismuthi 
and  the  formula  he  published  in  1899  [C.  <(•  D..  December  23. 
1899,  p.  1029),  which  still  remains  the  most  satisfactory  that 
has  been  put  forward.  On  taking  up  the  subject  again  he 
found  the  formula  then  published  required  verv  little  altera- 
tion. Before  filtering  off  the  precipitate  of  bismuth  citrate 
the  liquid  should  be  diluted  to  at  least  four  times  the  volume 
of  the  final  product.  A  curious  fact  came  to  Mr.  Cowley's 
notice  which  explains  most  of  the  previous  difficulties  in  con- 
nection with  this  compound  and  similar  compounds  of  bis- 
muth and  other  elements  of  weak  basic  oroperties  with  organic 
acids  containing  hydroxyl  groups.  The  bismuth  citrate  acts 
as  a  mono-basic  acid,  and  can  be  titrated  quantitatively  with 
solution  of  ammonia,  using  litmus-paper  as  an  indicator.  In 
this  way  an  absolutely  neutral  solution  of  bismuth  can  be 
prepared  which  has  many  advantages  over  the  alkaline  pro- 
ducts of  commerce.  He  explains  the  acidity  of  bismuth 
citrate  by  assuming  that  when  citric  acid  i.s  in  combination 
with  elements  of  weak  basic  propertes  like  bismuth,  the 
hydrogen  of  the  hydroxyl  group  possesses  acidic  properties. 
In  preparing  solution  of  bismuth  it  is  important  that  the 
solution  of  ammonia  should  be  free  from  pyridine  and  other 
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tar  compounds,  or  it  will  develop  a  fungoid  growth  very  soon. 
A  neutral  solution  of  bismutho-citrate  of  ammonia,  prepared 
as  recommended  in  the  original  paper,  forms  a  clear  solution 
with  sodium  bicarbonate.  This  fact  is  of  great  importance 
to  dispensers,  since  the  commercial  solution  always  gives  a 
precipitate  in  such  a  mixture,  the  explanation  being  that  the 
free  ammonia  converts  the  sodium  bicarbonate  into  carbonate, 
the  latter  compound  precipitating  the  bismuth  as  carbonate. 
[Mr.  Cowley's  formula  as  given  in  1899  is  as  follows: 

Bismuth  oxynitrate    70  grams 

Nitric  acid  (sp.  gr.  1.42), 

Distilled  water  ...  of  each  50  c.c. 

Citric  acid    50  grams 

Bicarbonate  of  potash    103  grams 

(or  soda,  86.5  grams;  or  solution  of  subcar- 
bonate  or  hydrate,  q.s.  equivalent  to  128  c.c. 
of  the  diluted  nitric  acid). 
Dissolve  the  bismuth  in  the  diluted  nitric  acid  by  gently 
warming;  add  the  citric  acid  dissolved  in  a  little  water  (and 
if  a  carbonate  is  used,  two-thirds  of  it  may  be  mixed  with 
the  citric  acid)  ;   lastly,  add  gradually  the  alkali  solution, 
stirring  well ;  dilute  with  hot  water  to  about  a  litre,  cool, 
filter,  wash  free  from  nitrate.    Pour  on  to  the  citrate  60  c.c.  of 
liq.  ammonife  10  per  cent.,  diluted  to  200  c.c.  with  water. 
Return  ammoniacal  filtrate  until  all  the  bismuth  citrate  is 
taken  up;  then  dilute  to  a  litre  or  to  the  required  gravity 
1.070.] 

Some  Organic  Compounds  of  Ikon  with  Alkalis. 
By  R,  C.  Cowley. 
This  was  a  preliminary  inquiry  into  the  composition  of  such 
salts  as  iron  and  ammonium  citrate,  iron  and  quinine  citrate, 
and  ferrum  tartaratum.  In  regard  to  the  first  named  the  pro- 
portions directed  to  be  used  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  correspond 
to  the  formula  (NH.),2FeC.,IL07.  Mr.  Cowley  has  prepared 
a  series  of  compounds  in  which  the  ammonium  is  quantita- 
tively replaced  by  lithium,  sodium,  and  potassium,  forming 
neutral  products,  which  he  regards  as  presumptive  evidence 
that  this  formula  is  correct.  It  is  immaterial  whether  the 
alkali  is  added  in  the  form  of  hydrate,  carbonate,  or  bicar- 
bonate, and  'since  these  alkaline  double  citrates  are  more 
soluble  than  ferric  citrate  alone  the  manufacture  is  much 
hastened  by  the  addition  of  the  alkalis  before  the  iron  is 
"nearly  dissolved,"  as  the  British  Pharmacopceia  directs; 
moreover,  the  alkali  should  be  added  to  the  hot  liquid,  not  to 
the  cold,  as  the  official  monograph  directs.  As  to  ferric  citrate, 
one  might  presume  that  in  ferric  citrate  one  atom  of  iron 
is  in  combination  with  one  molecule  of  citric  acid,  in  which 
case  the  carboxyl  hydrogen  should  be  entirely  replaced  by 
ferric  iron ;  yet  commercial  specimens  of  ferric  citrate  con- 
tain much  larger  proportions  of  iron  than  this;  so  does  the 
B.P.  iron  and  ammonium  citrate;  and  the  author  has  shown 
that  when  ferric  iron  and  citric  acid  are  combined  in  these 
proportions,  one  and  a-half  molecule  of  ammonia  is  still 
required  to  produce  neutrality,  the  iron  remaining  in  the 
ferric  condition  as  a  ferri-citrate,  much  like  the  double  oxalate 
and  cyanide  compounds.  To  make  a  preparation  which  will 
conform  with  these  proportions  the  quantity  of  solution  of 
ferric  sulphate  ordered  in  the  B.P.  should  be  reduced  from 
200  c.c.  to  150  c.c.  The  product  will  be  lighter  in  colour  than 
the  official  compound,  and  it  will  be  more  soluble.  To  pre- 
pare a  scale  compound  of  ferric  ammonium  citrate  of  a  gi'een 
colour  the  proportion  of  acid  should  be  raised  to  one  molecule 
and  a-half  of  citric  acid  to  one  atom  of  ferric  iron.  Larger 
quantities  of  citric  acid  heighten  the  green  colour,  but  the  salt 
becomes  more  hygroscopic.  The  official  iron,  and  quinine 
citrate  does  not  contain  both  ferrous  and  ferric  iron  as  the 
monograph  seems  to  suggest.  The  iron  is  entirely  ferric 
and  in  the  form  of  a  complex  organic  ion.  The  author  is 
unable  to  explain  the  constitution  of  ferrum  tartaratum  :  it 
is  probably  a  complex  mixture.  lie  finds  that  the  official 
directions  for  its  preparation  require  modification.  The 
ferric  hydroxide  should  be  heated  with  the  acid  potassium 
tartrate  and  water  until  a  perfect  solution  16  obtained  :  it 
is  unnecessary  to  observe  the  temperature  given  in  the  B.P. 
The  solution  is  always  ac'd,  and  Mr.  Cowley  suggests  that 
in  the  new  B.P.  the  solution  should  be  directed  to  be 
neutralised. 

Mr.  Cowley  also  read  a  paper  on  "  Oleate  of  Mercury," 
[which  has  already  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS.

Concentrated  Infusions 

have  for  a  generation  had  the  sanc- 
tion of  everyday  use,  though  everyone  admits  that  they 
do  not  yield  a  product  absolutely  identical  with  the  fresh 
B.P.  infusion.  They  have,  moreover,  the  sanction  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  itself,  for  the  last  edition  expressly  in- 
cluded a  number  of  formulae  for  concentrated  liquors 
■which  could  be  used  for  the  extemporaneous  preparation 
of  infusions.  While  the  pharmaceutical  purist  will  ap- 
plaud Mr.  Stephenson's  excellent  paper,  I  am  doubtful  if 
many  of  us  will  give  up  the  use  of  concentrated  infusions. 
There  are  some  infusions  that  never  can  be  satisfactorily 
made  in  concentrated  form,  particularly  two  of  those 
mentioned  by  Mr.  Boa,  buchu  and  compound  gentian. 
The  aroma  of  the  latter,  due  to  essential  oils,  is  not  found 
in  the  concentrated  infusion,  firstly,  because  the  oils  are 
not  dissolved  to  the  needful  extent  in  the  menstruum, 
while  they  are  liable  to  be  driven  off  during  concentration. 
For  such  infusions,  however,  as  calumba,  quassia,  rose, 
and  possibly  cinchona,  properly  made  concentrated  infu- 
sions are  perfectly  satisfactory. 

"The  Indifference  of  the  Pharmacist" 

is,  alas  !  a  sign  of  the 
times.  Strange  that  it  should  be  so  when  we  find  the 
"  cash  chemist  "  so  active,  so  buoyant,  so  optimistic.  Why 
is  it  that  the  pharmacist  of  to-day  lets  himself  be 
"trampled  on"  unless  it  be  that  his  hopeless  outlook  fills 
him  with  apathy  and  despair  ?  Fortunately  there  are  still 
some  who  have  not  bowed  the  knee  to  Baal,  and  Mr. 
Armitage,  of  Leeds,  for  one  is  no  idolatrous  Uriah  Heep  ; 
he  feels  that  he  has  a  perfect  right  to  criticise  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  to  hit  back  if  anyone  ventures  to 
trample  cn  him.  But  I  fear  Mr.  Armitage  is  a  voice  cry- 
ing in  the  wilderness.  I  fully  believe  that  a  referendum 
on  the  curriculum  would  reject  the  official  scheme  by  a 
large  majority  ;  but  we  are  not  going  to  have  a  referen- 
dum. Meetings  and  motions  are  carefully  arranged  to 
say  "Amen"  to  the  Council's  proposals,  and  these  pro- 
posals are  in  danger  of  going  through  unless  the  opponents 
of  the  curriculum  make  their  voices  clearly  heard  before 
it  is  too  late. 

The  Outbreak  of  Smallpox 

in  the  East  End  of  London  is 
likely  to  be  serious.  The  most  disturbing  element  of  the 
situation  is  that  it  was  a  full  fortnight  before  the  disease 
was  diagnosed,  and  a  large  number  of  "contacts"  have 
since  developed  the  disease.  It  is  difficult  to  say  what 
ramifications  the  outbreak  may  spread  to  within  the  next 
fortnight,  by  which  time  the  incubation  period  of  those 
infected  will  have  elapsed.  It  is  almost  certain  that  there 
will  be  a  tremendous  rush  for  vaccination  the  moment  the 
danger  seems  near.  Many  of  us  are  extremely  "  conscien- 
tious "  in  our  objections  to  vaccination  when  small-pox  is 
no  nearer  than  Hong  Kong,  but  let  our  next-door  neigh- 
bour be  attacked  and  we  begin  to  wonder  whether  after 
all  it  might  not  be  fully  as  safe  to  get  vaccinated  in  spite 
of  conscience.  The  practical  point  of  these  remarks  to 
chemists  who  sell  vaccine  is  to  see  that  they  at  once  re- 
plenish their  stocks  of  lymph  and  vaccination  shields. 
The  Best  Way  to  Gain  Experience 

was  not  the  subject  of 
my  note  in  these  columns  to  which  your  correspondent, 
"A  New  Zealand  Chemist,"  takes  exception;  had  it  been 
so  I  should  have  spoken  much  as  he  does.    A  year  or  two 


in  a  situation,  though  it  does  not  exhaust  the  teaching- 
value  of  a  really  good  berth,  is  long  enough,  but.  not  too 
long,  to  be  a  recommendation  to  another,  in  which  possibly 
the  experience  already  gained  may  be  more  extensively 
increased.  Apart  altogether  from  any  such  increase  of 
merely  business  experience,  it  does  a  man  good  to  move 
about  a  little.  Travel,  even  from  one  berth  to  another, 
enlarges  one's  mind,  and  one's  knowledge  of  the  world 
and  of  men ;  it  makes  for  resourcefulness,  readiness, 
adaptability ;  it  sharpens  the  wits,  and  broadens  one's 
views  ;  in  short,  it  educates  us  on  the  practical  side  as 
nothing  else  can.  It  may,  of  course,  be  overdone ;  if 
"  home-keeping  youth  have  ever  homely  wits  "  the  cosmo- 
polite is  often  merely  superficially  smart,  and  without 
stability.  I  have,  moreover,  known  men  who  gained  more 
both  of  pharmaceutical  knowledge  and  of  business  tact  in 
one  small  provincial  town  than  some  others  have  got  from 
a  European  experience.  In  this,  as  in  everything  else, 
very  much  depends  upon  the  man  himself,  and  upon  his 
motive.  But  these  are  truisms.  It  is  more  to  the  point 
that  my  own  experience  as  an  assistant  was  that  from  a 
strictly  business  point  of  view  an  engagement  with  a  good 
wholesale  firm  is  invaluable.  I  do  not  know  whether  the 
time  spent  in  the  counting-house  or  that  in  the  warehouse 
was  most  useful  to  me.  The  former  gave  me  my  first  real 
insight  into  sound  business  methods ;  the  latter  taught 
me  more  of  drugs  and  manufacturing  processes  than  I 
could  possibly  have  gained  elsewhere.  It  is  an  immense 
advantage  to  be  able  to  trace  a  drug  practically  from  the 
sale-room  to  the  patient. 

It  is  Always  Useful 

to  see  ourselves  as  others  see  us,  and 
that  is  why,  as  a  chemist,  I  refer  to  two  articles  which 
appeared  last  week,  one  in  the  "Dental  Surgeon"  and 
the  other  in  the  "  British  Medical  Journal,"  the  former 
dealing  with  the  intrusion  of  the  chemist  in  dentistry, 
and  the  latter  with  the  unqualified  optician.  In  the 
"Dental  Surgeon"  Mr.  Percy  Robinson,  a  solicitor,  offers 
some  interesting  observations  in  reply  to  strictures  that 
had  appeared  in  a  previous  issue.  Referring  to  the  con- 
ditions under  which  dentistry  is  practised  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  of  which  Air.  Robinson  says  he  has  had  excep- 
tional opportunities  of  acquiring  an  intimate  and  practical 
knowledge,  he  adheres  to  the  opinion  "  not  that  a  man 
who  has  obtained  a  pharmaceutical  degree  is  necessarily 
fit  to  practise  dentistry,  but  that  a  man  who  has  dental 
knowledge  and  in  addition  has  obtained  a  pharmaceutical 
degree,  and  acquired  a  knowledge  of  drugs,  is  thereby 
the  more  rather  than  the  less  fitted  to  carry  on  the  practice 
of  dentistry."  Mr.  Robinson  also  considers  that  chemists 
are  a  body  of  men  who  "  deserve  well  of  the  public."  The 
writer  of  the  letter  in  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  is 
Dr.  Seymour  Taylor,  who  says,  regarding  the  testing  of 
eyesight  in  country  districts,  that  if  a  sufferer  from  errors 
of  refraction  has  to  choose  between  consulting  a  local 
general  practitioner  and  an  optician  he  would  recommend 
the  latter  alternative.  Dr.  Taylor  adds  that  the  patient 
"  will  obtain  better  advice  by  going  to  the  optician  who  holds 
the  Spectacle  Makers'  diploma,  granted  by  a  Board  which 
includes  men  of  scientific  eminence,  and  who  only  afford  these 
certificates  after  a  most  searching  examination,  which  most 
of  us  would  find  great  difficulty  in  passing.  .  .  .  Moderately 
poor  people  will  go  where  they  please  in  order  to  obtain  help 
for  their  defective  eyesight.  The  profession  cannot  coerce 
them  to  attend  an  ophthalmic  out-patients'  room,  or  go  to 
a  qualified  practitioner,  although  he  be  ever  so  skilled.  .  .  . 
Recognising  this  fact,  it  were  surely  better  that  a  man  should 
have  a  chance  of  consulting  an  optician  with  some  know- 
ledge, as  vouched  for  by  his  diploma,  than  go  to  the  first 
tradesman  whose  business  is  to  sell  spectacles.  And  go  he 
will,  no  matter  what  our  profession  may  do  to  try  to  prevent 
him." 

Inasmuch  as  many  chemists  are  now  expert  opticians  I 
think  we  can  as  a  body  claim  for  ourselves  Dr.  Seymour 
Taylor's  encomium  as  well  as  Mr.  Robinson's  certificate  of 
character.  Chemists  are  indebted  to  both  these  gentle- 
men for  their  impartial  opinions  and  for  saying  so  well 
what  needs  constantly  to  be  kept  in  view  by  those  dental 
and  medical  purists  who  would  deny  to  the  chemist  any 
right  to  extract  a  tooth  or  correct  a  refraction. 
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III.  Registration  without  Examination. 

Reciprocity  was  the  idea  which  underlay  Section  IV.  of 
the  1908  Act.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council  had  failed 
so  abjectly  with  all  compulsory  curriculum  proposals  that 
when  Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain  as  Colonial  Secretary  con- 
veyed from  Downing  Street  to  Bloomsbury  Square  the 
Australian  aspirations  for  reciprocity  in  pharmaceutical 
qualifications,  someone  at  the  Square  was  clever  enough  to 
realise  that  this  was  an  opportunity  of  making  a  curriculum 
the  basis  of  reciprocity.  So  we  had  the  draft  of 
Section  IV. ,  in  which  provision  was  made  for  registration 
as  pharmaceutical  chemists  or  chemists  and  druggists, 
without  examination,  of  any  persons  holding  Colonial 
diplomas.  To  this,  as  the  Bill  was  going  through  the  H''Ufp 
of  Commons,  the  War  Office  had  "  Qualified  Militai 
pensers  "  tacked  on,  and  at  the  last  moment  "C  lied 
Assistants  to  Apothecaries  under  the  Apothecaries  Act, 
1815,"  got  similar  recognition.  Dr.  Mc Walter  complains 
(see  p  65)  that  Ireland  is  left  out  in  the  cold,  but  his. 
fellow-pharmacists  have  never  been  particularly  desirous 
of  having  Ireland  flooded  with  Minor  men.  His  remarks, 
however,  show  the  limitations  of  Section  IV.  At  present  Ire- 
land is  certainly  not  "  Colonial,"  but  it  is  not  improbable 
that  it  would  bt-  if  it  receives  a  Legislature  similar  to  those 
of  Australia,  Canada,  Newfoundland,  New  Zealand,  and 
South  Africa,  which  are  the  countries  that  will  get  any 
benefit  there  may  be  in  Section  IV.  The  Section  as  it 
stands  is  not  at  all  reciprocal.  It  empowers  the  Society  in^ 
Great  Britain  to  do  certain  things  but  imposes  no  obliga- 
I  tions  on  the  Society,  nor  does  it  apply  to  Ireland,  therefora 
the  Irish  Society  can  do  nothing.  At  present  Canadian 
Pharmacy  Boards  accept  the  Minor  certificate  pro  tanto  ] 
but  the  certificate  only  entitles  the  holder  to  registra- 
tion as  an  assistant.  So  far  the  Canadian  Boards  have 
given  no  indication  that  in  the  event  of  a  curriculum 
being  imposed  in  Great  Britain,  the  certificate  of 
registration  then  granted  will  be  accepted  by  them  for  full 
registration  in  Canada.  A  compulsory  pharmaceutical  curri- 
culum is  in  force  in  Canada  and  in  Victoria,  Australia,  as 
well  as  in  Ireland  to  a  modified  degree,  but  nowhere  else  in 
the  British  Empire,  so  that  immediate  reciprocity  is  not  de- 
pendent upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  scheme,  seeing 
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that  most  of  the  Colonies  would  have  to  institute  schools 
of  pharmacy  or  make  other  educational  provisions,  as  well 
':as  raise  the  levels  of  their  Preliminary  and  Qualifying 
•examinations  before  their  diplomates  would  be  accepted  by 
'"Great  Britain.  The  Preliminary  examination  require- 
ments alone  are  a  bar  to  registration  without  examination, 
as  the  one  at  present  in  force  in  Great  Britain  contains 
more  subjects  and  is  of  a  higher  standard  than  exists  else- 
•where  in  the  British  Empire.  "  Qualified  Military  Dis- 
pensers "  and  "Certified  Assistants  to  Apothecaries"  are 
not  required  to  pass  a  Preliminary  examination,  and  the 
•examinations  which  they  must  pass  do  not  include  all  the 
■subjects  of  the  Minor  examination,  while  the  precedent 
conditions  requisite  for  the  Minor  are  more  onerous  than 
'those  which  military  dispensers  and  apothecaries'  assist- 
ants have  to  conform  to.  It  appears,  however,  from  the 
wording  of  Section  IV.  (6)  that  the  Act  does  not  contem- 
plate registration  upon  the  Colonial  diplomas  alone  or  the 
•qualification  of  military  dispensers  and  the  assistants' 
certificate  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  for  the  provision 
is  that  persons  holding  these  are  to  '*  produce  evidence 
•satisfactory  to  the  Council  of  the  Society  that  they  are  per- 
sons of  sufficient  skill  and  knowledge  to  be  so  registered." 
The  interpretation  of  the  Section  which  the  Council  com- 
mittee seems  to  have  been  going  upon  is  that  those  persons 
'must  produce  their  diplomas  or  certificates  and  also  evi- 
dence of  education  and  training  ■precedent  to  the  examina- 
tions which  the  holders  have  passed.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  military  dispensers  and  apothecaries'  assistants  who 
worked  for  recognition  under  Section  IV.  (b)  expect  that 
their  examination  certificates  and  evidence  of  experience 
in  the  retail  business  will  entitle  them  to  registration,  and 
they  believe  that  Parliament,  or  at  least  the  War  Office, 
will  back  them  up  in  their  efforts  to  pet  registered  some- 
Tiow.  We  do  not  see  how  it  is  possible  for  existing  military 
■dispensers  and  apothecaries'  assistants  to  be  registered 
under  the  Section  whether  a  curriculum  is  instituted  or 
-not.  In  the  nature  of  things  the  proposed  curriculum 
■extinguishes  their  hopes  absolutely,  and  the  new  conditions 
can  only  apply  to  new  men,  who  can  conform  to  it  as  regards 
<1)  elementary  education,  (2)  shop  training,  (3)  schools  of 
pharmacy  and  science  classes,  and  (4)  examinations  in 
pharmaceutical  and  science  subjects.  These  are  the  condi- 
tions which  the  Council  committee  have  framed  under  the 
•Section,  and  if  enforced  by  by-law  they  will  be  as  binding 
upon  colonials,  military  dispensers,  and  apothecaries'  assist- 
ants as  they  will  be  upon  those  who  proceed  to  registration 
hy  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  course.  "Registration 
without  examination  "  will  thus  be  in  practice  as  dead 
•as  Reciprocity.  This  is  not  what  Parliament  contemplated  ; 
hut  it  is  quite  consistent  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
■declared  policy,  and  if  there  are  any  military  dispensers 
and  apothecaries'  assistants  who  know  that  policy,  they 
should  have  reckoned  with  this  result  when  they  got  them- 
selves tacked  on  to  Section  IV.  (6).  It  is,  however,  sug- 
gested that  if  the  Society  insists  on  a  curriculum  as  part 
of  the  evidence  required  to  give  effect  to  Parliament's  de- 
Sires  as  regards  these  men  another  Government  Department 
may  be  asked  to  intervene,  and  require  the  Pharmaceutical 
■Society  to  produce  another  scheme  of  registration  without 
examination  which  will  not  bear  so  heavily  on  these  men. 
Thus  we  are  still  very  far  from  a  solution  of  the  problem, 
'tor  registered  chemists  cannot  be  expected  to  acquiesce  in 
such  a  sale  of  their  birthright.  All  this  brings  us  back  to 
'the  point  of  the  general  criticism  of  the  proposed  scheme, 
viz.,  that  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  the  curriculum  part  of 
it,  but  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  institute  at  once  some 
method  of  dividing  the  examination. 


Coca-leaves  and  Cocaine. 

The  production  and  use  of  coca-leaves  is  the  subject  of  an 
interesting  monograph  in  the  current  issue  of  the  "  Bulletin 
of  the  Imperial  Institute,"  the  information  in  regard  to 
which  covers  the  commerce  with  Peru,  Bolivia,  Java  and 
Ceylon.  It  is  common  knowledge  that  within  recent  years 
considerable  supplies  are  now  obtained  from  Java  and 
Ceylon,  especially  the  former  country,  and  that  the 
output  in  Peru  and  Bolivia  has  been  considerably  dimini- 
shed thereby,  as  these  countries  are  unable  to  compete. 
Reference  has  already  been  made  in  this  journal  to  the  pro- 
duction in  Java  and  the  proposals  of  Dr.  de  Jong  that  Java 
planters  should  endeavour  to  establish  a  monopoly  in  the 
industry.  These  proposals,  however,  have  not  so  far 
materialised,  although  it  is  acknowledged  that  there  would 
be  a  saving  of  from  lO.s.  to  20.s.  per  100  kilos,  of  leaves 
worked  as  the  result  of  extraction  in  Java  instead  of  in 
Europe,  As  showing  the  growing  importance  of  the  coca- 
industry  to  Java,  we  give  the  following  figures,  relating  to 
exports,  which  have  been  compiled  by  H.M.  Consul  at 
Batavia  for  the  Imperial  Institute  :

These  figures,  compiled  from  a  return  supplied  by  the  prin- 
cipal collector  of  the  Customs,  Colombo,  are  now  published 
for  the  first  time,  as  the  drug  is  not  separately  classified  in 
the  Ceylon  exports.  It  may  probably  be  thought  that  the 
rapid  extension  of  the  Java  output  offers  serious  competi- 
tion to  the  Ceylon  production  ;  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  the  variety  of  coca-leaf  cultivated  in  Java  is  only 
suitable  for  the  manufacture  of  cocaine,  as  it  is  stated  not 
actually  to  contain  this  alkaloid,  but  only  alkaloids  nearly 
related  to  it,  and  which  after  extraction  are  readily  con- 
vertible by  chemical  means  into  cocaine.  On  the  contrary, 
the  coca  grown  in  Ceylon  is  mostly  of  the  Bolivian  typev 
known  commercially  as  Ceylon-Huanueo,  although  occa- 
sionally the  Peruvian,  or  Ceylon-Truxillo,  is  brought  into 
commerce.  The  former  always  meets  with  a  ready  demand, 
as  it  is  available  not  only  for  the  manufacture  of  cocaine, 
but  also  for  the  production  of  galenical  preparations  of 
coca  and  coca  wine.  For  this  purpose  carefully  prepared 
stout  leaves  of  good  green  quality  are  required,  and  conse- 
quently the  Ceylon  leaves,  which  mostly  answer  these  re- 
quirements and  usually  realise  the  highest  prices  obtain- 
able for  this  product,  should  be  able  to  maintain  their  pre- 
sent commanding  position,  so  far  as  this  particular  outlet 
is  concerned.  A  complete  investigation  of  Ceylon  coca- 
leaves  is  now  in  progress  at  the  Imperial  Institute  with  a 
view  to  determining  definitely  the  nature  of  the  alkaloids 
present,  and  especially  the  proportion  of  cocaine.  As  re- 
gards the  production  of  coca  in  Peru  and  Bolivia,  only 
approximate  figures  can  be  given.  The  Consul-General  for 
Bolivia  in  London  states  that  the  total  production  of  coca- 
leaves  per  annum  in  that  country  is  about  95,000  cwt.,  but 
of  this  only  a  very  small  amount  is  exported.  As  regards 
Peru,  the  Consul-General  in  London  furnishes  figures  for 
exports  of  crude  cocaine  as  given  in  the  next  table.  The 
exports  in  1906  were  5,914  kilos.  (79,071/.)  as  compared 
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with  6.778  kilos.  (116.590?.)  in  the  previous  year,  and, 
according  to  information  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the

British  Legation  at  Lima,  the  exports  of  crude  cocaine  from 
Peru  in  1907  amounted  to  6,057  kilos.,  valued  at  66,630/.  It 
may  be  recalled  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  July  2,  1910)  that  Dr.  de 
Jong  estimated  the  world's  consumption  of  cocaine  at  12,000 
kilos,  per  annum,  and  pointed  out  that  since  the  yield  of 
dry  coca-leaf  in  Java  is  about  286  kilos,  pier  acre,  and  as 
this  is  equivalent  to  6  kilos,  of  pure  cocaine,  the  area  under 
coca  can  be  extended  to  about  3,500  acres  in  Java  before 
the  present  world's  consumption  of  cocaine  is  reached,  as- 
suming that  the  export  of  coca-leaves  from  Peru  can  be 
suppressed  as  the  result  of  the  competition  of  the  Java  pro- 
duct. The  German  manufacturers  of  cocaine  salts,  since 
the  bulk  of  the  Peruvian  crude  cocaino  closed  down,  are 
almost  entirely  dependent  on  Java  coca-leaves,  which  are 
mostly  sold  at  the  Amsterdam  auctions,  and  they  welcome 
the  extension  in  Java,  where  the  cultivation  is  a  catch  crop 
among  rubber  and  other  plantations. 

We  observe  that  Dr.  de  Jong,  in  pursuance  of  his  in- 
vestigations on  the  relative  values  of  Erj/throxylnn  coca 
and  E.  novogranatense  (Java  coca)  as  agricultural  crops, 
planted  in  October  1909  an  equal  number  of  plants  of  both 
species  in  alternate  rows.  The  leaves  were  harvested  from 
these  plants  in  October  1910,  and  the  following  yields  were 
obtained  :  104  plants  of  E.  novogranatense  gave  5.773  kilos, 
of  fresh  leaves;  90  plants  of  E.  coca  gave  1.071  kilos,  of 
fresh  leaves.  From  these  results  it  would  appear  that 
under  equivalent  conditions  100  plants  of  the  former  species 
would  yield  2.00  kilos,  of  sun-dried  leaves,  as  against  0.362 
kilos,  furnished  by  100  plants  of  E.  coca.  It  is  thought 
possible,  however,  that  E.  coca  may  give  better  results 
when  grown  in  shade,  and  this  to  be  tried. 


An  Internal  Difference. 

We  do  not  know  exactly  what  part  of  the  premises  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  occupied  by  the  Committee 
of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
but  there  is  a  touch  of  humour  about  the  disagreement 
between  the  committee  and  Mr.  Edmund  White.  Mr. 
White  parades  his  grievance  and  publicly  resigns  from  the 
committee  in  the  Council-chamber  at  the  February  meeting 
of  the  Council,  and  the  committee  reply  in  a  letter  dated 
from  17  Bloomsbury  Square.  Perhaps  the  Referencers 
even  met  in  the  Council-chamber  to  draw  up  their  letter, 
and  it  may  have  been  that  the  echoes  of  Mr.  White's  in- 
dignation were  still  quivering  the  air.  The  reply  is  neatly 
put,  and  when  it  was  read  at  the  March  Council-meeting 
this  week  little  was  left  for  Mr.  White  to  say — but  he 
said  it. 

Dental  Legislation. 

The  London  and  Counties  Medical  Protection  Society 
have  sent  out  a  circular  to  its  dental  members  conveying 
the  following  resolution  of  the  Society  : 

"  The  Council  of  this  Society,  on  the  unanimous  recom- 
mendation of  its  Dental  Committee,  after  duly  considering 
'  an  Act  to  amend  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses in  connection  therewith,'  promoted  by  certain  members 
of  the  British  Dental  Association,  strongly  disapproves  of 
it,  and  urges  its  dental  members  to  offer  strenuous  opposition 


to  this  or  any  other  Act  by  which  unqualified  practice  may 
be  legalised." 

This  has  given  rise  to  several  protests  in  the  "British 
Dental  Journal,"  and  it  is  certainly  open  to  the  objection 
that  it  is  incorrect  to  say  that  "  unqualified  practice  may  be 
legalised."    It  is  not  illegal  at  present. 

Tbe  Working  of  a  Hospital  Dispensary. 
Mr.  Sydney  Dunstan,  the  pharmacist  of  the  Royal  Vic- 
toria   Infirmary,    Newcastle-on-Tyne,    describes    in  the 
"  University  of  Durham  Medical  School  Gazette'"  the 
working  of  the  dispensary  and  surgical-instrument  depart- 
ments of  that  institution.    The  chief  points  in  the  organifca- 
tion  of  the  dispensary  have  been  described  on  a  previous 
occasion  {€'.  &  D.,  January  26,  1907),  so  that  there  is  no 
need  to  repeat  the  information.      Mr.   Dunstan  states 
that   during    1910   there    were    dispensed    112.824  pre- 
scriptions in  the  dispensary,  and  the  following  are  some 
of   the   statistical   items   showing  the   various  prepara- 
tions   supplied    and    manufactured  : — Tablets  number- 
ing 690,000  and  weighing  over  6  cwt. ;  ointments,  45  cwt.  ; 
tinctures.  173  gals.  ;  lotions,  18.925  gals.  ;  mixtures.  7.531 
gals.  ;  liniments,  200  gals. ;  decoctions  and  infusions,  2,196 
gals.  ;  liquid  extracts,  101  gals. ;  floor-polish,  1,118  gals. ; 
solutions.  3.439  gals. ;  distilled  water,  2,084  gals.  During 
the  year  was  also  manufactured  69  cwt.  of  a  special  food, 
called  "  ext.  nutriens,"  for  children  and  invalids,  made 
from  fats,  haemoglobin,  eggs,  bone-marrow,  special  salts, 
and  diastatic  malt,  which  has  proved  to  be  a  most  satisfac- 
tory compound.    The  dispensers  also  made  23  gals,  of  a 
special   stimulant,    "  mist.    vin.  ferri,"  from  port  wine, 
glycerin,   and  salts  of  iron,  which  has  been  found  very 
beneficial  in  anaemia  and  general  debility.    Reference  is 
also   made  to  a  new  form  of  apparatus  for  preserving- 
injections  and  ophthalmic  solutions  in  sterile  conditions. 
The  solutions  keep  in  this  way  for  months,  and  over  11'. 
has  been  saved  in  alkaloids  alone  since  July  1910.  There 
has  also  been  made  400  gals,  of  "  Soloform,"  a  new  anti- 
septic, which  is  a  colourless  and  odourless  compound  solu- 
tion of  iodoform,  and  is  used  in  many  forms,    such  as 
gargles,  lotions,  ointments,  sprays,  and  injections;  it  is 
also  used  for  keeping  instruments  sterile,  this  solution 
having  no  effect  on  the  metal.    This  preparation  has  re- 
markably strong  antiseptic  properties ;  at  the  same  time  it 
does  not  irritate  the  tissues  or  cause  any  tissue  necrosis,  as 
is  done  in  many  cases  by  carbolic  acid.      The  efficacy  of 
the  preparation  has  been  proved  by  many  of  the  doctors, 
and  the  antiseptic  properties  by  Dr.  Slade,  bacteriologist 
to  the  institution.      Some  further  statistics  are  appended 
of  the  amount  used  of  various  well-known  drugs  and  also 
of  bandages  (923,760  yards)  and  other  dressings. 

Medical  Views  of  Opticians. 
It  is  not  surprising  that  the  sane  view  of  the  optician's 
functions  which  was  taken  by  Dr.  Seymour  Taylor  in  a 
speech  at  a  dinner  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company 
(C.  <l-  D.,  January  28,  p.  118)  does  not  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  every  medical  man.  Dr.  Taylor  took  the  perfectly 
reasonable  view  that  functions  which  the  medical  man  is  not 
educated  to  perform  are  best  left  to  those  who  have  made 
themselves  experts  in  the  particular  subjects.  He  in- 
stanced dentistry  and  sight-testing,  and  it  does  not  seem 
to  us  that  there  is  much  to  cavil  about  in  that  attitude. 
It  is  a  view  which  the  public  treat  as  ordinary  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  common  sense.  One  writer  in  the  "  British 
Medical  Journal"  asks  "Where  is  Dr.  Seymour  Taylor's 
sense  of  esprit  de  corps  in  suggesting  that  the  employes  of 
a  trading  society  like  the  Spectacle-makers  thould  super- 
sede us?"  This  question  and  a  remark  about  "the 
formation  of  a  new  clas6  to  encroach  upon  the  legitimate 
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work  of  members  of  his  own  profession  "  are  sufficient  to 
show  that  this  correspondent  has  not  even  taken  the 
trouble  to  acquaint  himself  about  an  educational  movement 
which  has  been  active  for  over  a  decade.  Mr.  Percy 
Dunn  also  contributes  to  the  discussion.  He  states  that 
"first  and  foremost  the  optician's  business  is  to  sell 
spectacles,"  and  gives  an  instance  where  a  poor  man  paid 
one  guinea  for  some  glasses  which  where  unsuitable  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  patient  was  suffering  from  tobacco 
amblyopia.  This  is  surely  a  poor  form  of  argument, 
because  it  is  not  difficult  to  advance  cases  to  show  that 
medical  men  sometimes  err  in  their  diagnosis.  The  in- 
stance given  reminds  the  writer  of  a  ca,:e  where  a  patient's 
eye-trouble  had  been  confidently  diagnosed  by  his  oculist 
as  tobacco  amblyopia.  The  patient  at  once  asked  the 
doctor  to  tell  him  what  his  fee  was,  as  he  had  lott 
confidence  in  him.  On  being  asked  the  reason,  the  patient 
confided  to  the  medical  man  that  he  had  never  smoked 
in  his  life.  Mr.  Percy  Dunn  claims  that  opticians  do  not 
obtain  sufficient  experience  or  treatment  of  refraction  errors, 
an  argument  which  is  still  more  applicable  to  the  general 
practitioner,  who  has  fewer  opportunities  of  obtaining 
experience  than  the  optician  who  specialises  in  sight-testing. 
It  i&  only  right  to  add  that  neither  of  the  correspondents 
referred  to  couches  his  communication  in  the  bitter  terms 
which  at  one  time  was  the  only  way  in  which  the  optician's 
claims  were  met.  [For  Dr.  Taylor's  reply  see  index  folio

Java  Cinchona  Plantations. 


TP  HE  report  on  the  Dutch  Government  cinchona  under  - 
-L  takings  for  1909,  just  issued,  states  that  the  tempera- 
ture was  abnormal  in  Java  throughout  the  year,  and  that  a 
great  deal  of  damage  was  done  by  the  excessive  rain,  the 
latter  being  the  chief  cause  f  or  the  decrease  of  the  number 
of  cinchona-plants  in  the  open  from  5,634,000  to  5,549,000. 
Climate  and  local  conditions  have  a  profound  influence 
on  the  quality  of  bark,  and  it  ha&  been  found  that  the  cin- 
chona obtained  at  Kawah-Tjidwidei  and  at  Tjibitoeng  is  of 
better  colour  than  that  grown  elsewhere,  and  for  that  reason 
the  production  of  pharmaceutical  bark  is  to  be  confined  to 
these  two  localities  in  future.  Since  1893  the  total  area 
of  the  Government  cinchona-plantations  has  risen  from 
1,461  bouws  to  1,513  bouws  [1  bouw  =  1.75  acre  (approx.)], 
due  to  the  inclusion  of  the  Kawah-Tjidwidei  establishment 
of  52  bouws  for  Cinchona  robusta  in  1901,  so  that  the 
Government  is  not  responsible  for  the  recent  large  increase 
in  bark  production.  The  replacement  of  C.  succirubra 
and  hybrids  by  C.  Ledgeriana  still  goes  on.  In  general 
there  is  a  tendency  to  plant  closer,  since  this  gives  a  larger 
yield  of  quinine  per  acre,  due  not  only  to  an  increased 
cinchona  population  per  acre,  but  also  to  increase  in  per- 
centage of  quinine  in  bark  grown  in  shade.  Thus,  in 
plantations  3  acres  by  3  acres  the  yield  in  quinine  sulphate 
per  bouw  was  91.9  kilos,  in  three  years,  as  against  45.13 
kilos,  in  the  same  time  from  plantations  4  acres  by  4  acres. 
Further,  closer  planting  saves  weeding  expenses  in  the 
early  stages,  since  a  close  canopy  is  formed  more  quickly, 
and  in  addition  the  greater  yield  obtained  from  the 
same  space  makes  it  possible  to  work  the  ground  more 
frequently  and  to  apply  manures.  The  cost  of  production 
of  each  ^  kilo,  of  bark  sold  in  Amsterdam  was  17.59c.  and 
the  average  price  realised  was  23.20c,  leaving  a  profit  of 
5.61c.  per  ^  kilo.  Heer  van  Leersum's  1909  researches 
disproving  Lotey's  view  that  the  cinchona  alkaloids  are 
assimilation  products  of  a  plastic  type,  have  already  been 
referred  to  in  the  C.  <£■  Z).,  as  have  also  those  of  Dr.  Rank 
on  fungoid  diseases.  Useful  work  is  also  being  done  by 
Dr.  van  der  Weile,  the  entomologist  to  the  plantations. 


It  is  reported  from  Zurich  that  the  protracted  negotiations 
between  the  European  aluminium-producers  with  regard  to 
the  formation  of  an  international  aluminium  syndicate  have 
now  been  successfully  concluded. 


Standard  Bread. 

By  W.  Harrison  Martindale,  Ph.D.,  Marburg-. 


THE  chemist  may  possibly  be  confronted  with  inquiries 
as  to  what  "  Standard "  bread  really  is,  what  its 
advantages  are  and  its  disadvantages.  At  the  risk  of  being 
told  that  this  subject  has  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the 
chemist  and  druggist's  work  the  following  few  remarks 
on  these  aspects  of  Standard  bread  may  be  offered.  First 
of  all  the  "manifesto"  by  some  of  the  highest  medical 
authorities  defines  Standard  bread  as  "  bread  made  from 
unadulterated  wheat  flour  containing  at  least  80  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  wheat,  including  the  germ  and  semolina." 
Those  desirous  of  refreshing  their  memory  as  to  the  struc- 
ture of  a  grain  of  wheat  would  do  well  to  glance  at  the 
excellent  diagram  facing  p.  266  in  Jago's  "Science  and 
Art  of  Bread-making."  The  picture  showing  the  situation 
of  the  "  germ  "  in  the  grain  enables  one  to  understand  the 
reason  why  the  germ  is  in  great  measure  winnowed  away 
by  the  roller  process  of  milling.  The  above  definition  is 
quite  comprehensive  to  us  as  chemists,  but  the  word 
"  semolina  "  might  just  as  well  have  been  omitted  for  the 
simple  reason  that  it  may  refer  to  the  most  various  j pro- 
ducts according  to  the  fancy  of  the  miller.  Semolina  of 
wheat  is  the  hardest  portion  of  the  endosperm,  and  is 
obtained  in  a  granular  form  by  adjusting  the  rollers  suffi- 
ciently far  apart  so  as  not  to  crush  the  granules.  This  is 
the  semolina  that  we  know  and  buy  in  the  shops.  It  is 
usually  prepared  from  the  hardest  wheats — i.e.j  those 
grown  in  Southern  Europe.  The  modern  roller 
mills  convert  the  wheat  into  flour  and  "offal." 
Flour  for  Standard  bread  has  ipso  facto  to  be  ground  or 
crushed  between  the  old-fashioned  mill  stones,  thus  the 
product  retains  the  bulk  of  the  grain.  Most  modern 
millers  in  London  do  not  possess  stone  mills  at  all.  Those 
who  do  have  recently  been  putting  the  old  plant  to  good 
account.  The  germ  differs  remarkably  in  composition 
from  the  other  parts  of  the  grain.  I  have  placed  side  by 
side  (from  Jago)  the  amounts  of  certain  constituents  of  a 
wheat  mixture,  the  results  of  analysis  of  one  of  the 
semolina  products — that  coming  from  the  second  and 
third  "breaks"  of  "flattened"  germ  irom  the  sarnie 
mixture,  and  an  approximation  of  the  contents  of  bran  :

With  regard  to  the  mineral  constituents  of  wheat,  Allen 
(vol.  i.,  p.  446)  gives  a  table  showing  the  percentage  of  ash 
in  nine  fractions  obtained  by  grinding  wheat  containing  1.6 
per  cent,  approximately  of  mineral  matter.  The  first  three 
products  constituting  fine,  flour  contain  0.483  per  cent.,  and 
these  three  products  constitute  80  per  cent,  of  the  weight  of 
the  original  grain,  representing  the  composition  of  good 
"seconds"  flour,  and  even  when  we  add  the  next  two 
products  the  "  tails  "  and  the  "  fine  sharps  "  or  "  middlings  " 
we  only  make  up  0.723  per  cent. — i.e.,  more  than  half  the 
ash  remains  in  the  products  called  "  coarse  sharps,"  "  fine 
pollard,"  "  coarse  pollard,"  and  "  long  bran."  We  often 
read  of  the  "bone-forming"  constituents  of  this  af.h. 
Lime,  it  appears  (Allen,  p.  447),  ranges  from  1  to  10  per 
cent.  Magnesium  gives  an  average  of  12.11  per  cent, 
magnesium  oxide.  Silica  in  the  ash  rarely  reaches  5  per 
cent.,  being  usually  less  than  2  per  cent.  P205  constitutes 
an  average  of  49  to  50  per  cent,  of  the  ash. 

Feeding  experiments  on  animals  have  proved  that  white 
bread  from  which  the  germ  has  been  extracted  l^es  r.ct 
provide  so  much  nutriment.  It  is  quite  conceivable  that 
the  removal  of  the  whole  of  the  bran  layer  which  c/.ntains 
so  large  a  proportion  of  salts  (see  table),  and  which,  may 
be  deemed  "bone-forming"  constituents,  is  an  erroneous 
proceeding.  The  chief  difficulty  regarding  the  respective 
merits  of  ordinary  and  Standard  breads  is  the  determination 
of    their   physiological    values.      Eminent  physiologists 
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have  not  been  able  to  agree  on  the  subject.  Extreme  advo- 
cates on  one  side  say  the  whole-grain  flour  contains  all  the 
nutriment  and  that  the  white  bread  has  nothing  left  in  it, 
while  the  other  side  appears  to  rely  mainly  on  the  aesthetic 
aspect.

The  Week  in  Parliament. 

Registration  of  Firms. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  Mr.  A.  A.  Hay- 
worth  presented  a  Bill  for  the  registration  of  firms  and 
persons  carrying  on  business  under  trade  names. 

The  Post  Office  and  the  Telephone  Service. 

Replying  to  an  influential  deputation  which  waited  upon 
him  at  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday,  February  27, 
the  Postmaster-General  said  that  after  the  arbitration  with 
the  National  Telephone  Co.  is  completed  the  Post  Office 
will  formulate  a  scheme  of  rates,  and  there  will  then  be 
no  objection  to  appointing  a  Select  Committee  or  a  Com- 
mittee of  Experts  representing  the  Chambers  of  Commerce 
and  the  local  authorities  to  consider  the  question,  but 
this  can  only  arise  eighteen  months  hence,  and  it  may  be 
that  the  Post  Office  will  suggest  such  a  scale  of  charges 
in  the  meantime  as  will  be  acceptable  to  the  whole  com- 
munity. 

Census  of  Production. 
Replying  to  Mr.  Chiozza  Money,  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  Monday,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
said  his  Department  has  power  to  fix  the  intervals  at  which 
the  census  of  production  shall  be  taken,  and  a  special  Act 
is  not  necessary.  He  did  not  think  that  it  would  be  for 
t  he  convenience  of  manufacturers  that  the  census  should 
be  taken  at  such  short  intervals  as  two  years  as  suggested  by 
the  hon.  member. 

Weights  and  Measures  Act. 
Replying  on  Monday  to  Mr.  W.  8.  Glyn-Jones's  question 
as  given  in  the  C.  &  I).,  February "25,  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  said  the  whole  subject  of  short  woight  and 
measure  had  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Board 
for  some  time  past  and  inquiries  are  still  being  made.  The 
question  is  by  no  means  free  from  difficulty,  and  he  is 
not  at  present  able  to  say  what  the  result  of  the  inquiries 
will  be. 

Pin  su  ae  Degeneracy  and  Improper  Food. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Fletcher,  M.P.,  has  been  elected  Chairman  of 
a  Parliamentary  Committee  which  has  been  formed  to 
facilitate  legislative  and  administrative  action  with  a  view 
to  combating  the  vast  amount  of  avoidable  disease  and 
degeneracy  resulting  from  the  faulty  dietetic  habits  of  the 
people  and  the  general  ignorance  of  cookery  and  food 
values.  Among  those  who  have  associated  themselves  with 
the  movement  are  the  following  members  of  Parliament  : 
Mr.  W.  Phipson  Beale,  Mr.  E.  Harvey,  Mr.  Rowland 
Hunt,  Mr.  C.  T.  Needham.  Mr.  J.  P.  Poland,  Mr.  R. 
Hazleton.  Mr.  A.  Wilkie,  Mr.  W.  Aster.  Dr.  A.  Lynch. 
Mr.  Thos.  Burt.  Dr.  Addison,  Mr.  J.  G.  Butcher,  Mr. 
G.  N.  Barnes,  Mr.  W.  Crooks.  Col.  McCalmont,  Mr.  J. 
Haslam,  and  Mr.  W.  Hudson.  The  Secretary  of  the  new 
body  is  Mr.  C.  E.  Hecht,  of  the  National  Food  Reform 
Association. 

Consular  Officers  and  Foreign  Trade. 

The  Under-Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs  has  informed 
Mr.  A.  Rendall,  M.P.,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  British 
Consular  officers  to  reply  to  inquiries  addressed  to  them  by 
British  traders  except  w-hen  they  manifestly  relate  to  the 
business  of  competing  British  firms  or  where  the  reply- 
would  be  likely  to  be  injurious  to  British  manufacturing 
interests.  It  is  no  part  of  their  duty  to  give  opinions  or 
to  furnrsh  confidential  information  as  to  the  respectability, 
private  character,  or  solvency  of  individuals  or  firms,  but 
they  may  at  their  discretion  indicate  what  the  standing 
of  any  firm  is  generally  considered  to  be.  while  disclaiming 
official  responsibility  for  the  information.  He  had  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  German  Consular  officers  are  in  the 
hain't  of  going  any  further  than  this  in  dealing  with 
inquiries  as  to  the  credit  of  foreign  firms. 


Phosphate  Baking-powder.

Council-meeting. 

' DHE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  took  place  od 
J-  March  1  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C, 
The  President  being  ill,  his  place  was  occupied  by  the  Vice- 
President  (Mr.  W.  L.  Currie),  who  referred  in  appropriate- 
terms  to  the  death  of  Mr.  David  McLaren  (Edinburgh) 
and  Mr.  J.  W.  Walton  (Salford).  The  Benevolent  Fundi 
Committee  recommended  grants  amounting  to  15U.  6.?.,  and! 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  mentioned  that  the- 
fund  is  experiencing  a  more  prosperous,  tune.  Last 
year  at  this  time  there  was  an  adverse  balance, 
and  now  there  is  a  balance  to  the  good  of  1,007/. 
Some  of  the  difference  may  be  due  to  the  operation 
of  the  national  old-age  pensions.  The  portrait  of  William 
Ince,  which  was  presented  to  the  Society  by  the  executors-, 
of  Canon  Ince,  has  been  hung  in  the  Council  Chamber- 
between  the  portraits  of  Jacob  Bell  and  G.  W.  Sandford. 
Some  discussion  took  place  on  the  report  of  the  Local 
Organisation  Committee,  and  Mr.  Neathercoat  ingenu- 
ously remarked  that  increase  of  membership  was  one  of 
the  main  things  kept  in  mind  in  holding  the  district  meet- 
ings. Mr.  Harrison  added  that  this  is  a  fallacious  method! 
of  judging  of  the  success  or  otherwise  of  the  meetings  i 
increased  loyalty  of  the  members  would  make  the  scheme 
worth  its  cost  in  time  and  money.  The  Committee  of 
Reference  in  Pharmacy  through  its  Chairman  sent  a  reply- 
to  the  Council's  request  for  information  as  to  reports. 
Mr.  White,  replying,  said  his  whole  point  is  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  Reference  has  become  one  of  Revision  without 
consultation  with  the  bodies  which  appointed  the  members 
of  the  Committee. 


The  Councillors  present  were  :  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  (Vice-

C.  B.  Allen,  A.  S.  Campkin,  W.  G.  Cross,  J.  H.  Cuff,  F. 
J.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  D.  Gilmour,  A.  Hagon,  J. 
Harrison,  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  C. 
J.  Park,  F.  A.  Rogers,  C.  Symes,  R.  C.  Walshaw,  E. 
White,  and  J.  R.  Young. 

The  Vice-President  occupied  the  chair,  explaining  that 
the  President  (Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington)  was  laid  aside  by- 
illness,  which  is  now  passing  off.  A  letter  received  that 
morning  stated  that  the  President  was  on  the  way  to  re- 
covery. 

Deaths. 

The  Vice-President  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Davie? 
McLaren,  Edinburgh,  who  had  been  prominent  in  the  phar- 
maceutical world  for  many  years.  After  mentioning  the- 
main  facts  in  Mr.  McLaren's  life  (which  have  already  beers 
given  in  the  C.  <i>  D.)  the  Vice-President  expressed  his 
regret  at  the  loss  which  pharmacy  has  sustained  by  Mr. 
McLaren's  death.  He  then  spoke  of  the  death  of  Mr.  J. 
W.  Walton,  Salford,  which  occurred  at  a  comparatively 
early  age.  Mr.  Walton  was  Divisional  Secretary  for  Sal- 
ford, attd  did  good  work  for  the  Society. 

Mr.  Gilmour.  said  he  had  known  Mr.  McLaren  for  thirty- 
years.  He  was  the  type  of  man  who  had  the  warmest- 
interest  of  the  craft  at  his  heart.  He  had  shown  this  by- 
giving  a  prize  to  the  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Assistants'  As- 
sociation to  encourage  apprentices  in  their  studies.  Mr. 
Gilmour  also  mentioned  as  further  evidence  that  he  had? 
received  a  letter  from  Mr.  McLaren  about  a  month  ago 
regarding  the  duties  of  divisional  secretaries. 
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Mr.  Young  and  Mr.  Gifford  spoke  of  their  knowledge 
of  Mr.  Walton,  who  was,  said  Mr.  Young,  of  "  a  genial 
and  gentle  temperament." 

Elections. 

The  Council  then  elected  thirty-one  members  and  re- 
stored eleven  to  their  former  position  in  the  Society.  Some 
twenty-three  student  associates  were  also  elected.  Three 
persons  had  their  names  restored  to  the  Register  of  Chem- 
ists and  Druggists.

The  Treasurer,  in  presenting  this  report,  said  the  ac- 
counts were  of  an  ordinary  character,  although  the  pay- 
ments were  somewhat  larger.  The  Benevolent  Fund  had 
received  donations  from  the  West  Ham  Pharmacists'  As- 
sociation 4/.  lO.s..  and  from  the  Peterborough  Pharmacists' 
Association  1/.  18.y.  6rf. 

Mr.  Gifford  inquired  why  the  current  expenses  are  so 
high. 

The  Treasurer  said  the  amount  was  507.  more  than  last 
year,  the  payment  of  650/.  including  a  cheque  of  340/.  for 
Scotland. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund. 
The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Camrkin,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  said  that 
there  were  sixteen  applicants  for  assistance,  and  that 
grants  amounting  to  151/.  6.s.  were  made  to  fourteen  of 
these.  The  balance  on  the  fund  now  shown  is  1,007/. 
against  an  adverse  balance  at  the  same  time  last  year. 
Subscriptions  are  coming  in  well.  Some  part  of  the  im- 
proved position  is  due  to  the  operation  of  the  national  old- 
age  pensions,  because  the  committee  had  not  been  parsi- 
monious in  the  administration.  He  hoped,  however,  that 
their  friends  would  not  relax  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
fund,  because  the  committee  felt  that  a  good  deal  more 
good  could  be  done  if  money  was  available. 

Mr.  Gilmour,  in  seconding,  said  that  notwithstanding 
more  prosperous  times  no  more  money  is  spent  than  is 
necessary,  every  case  being  inquired  into  fully.  Of  the 
cases  relieved  seven  were  over  seventy  and  two  over  eighty. 
One  generous  donor  who  gave  a  good  sum  last  year  because 
the  funds  were  low,  had  halved  it  this  year  because  the 
funds  are  in  a  better  state. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Treasurer  was  authorised  to  pay  the  Jacob  Bell 
scholars  the  second  moiety  of  their  scholarships. 


The  House  Committee. 
Mr.  White  presented  the  report  of  the  Library,  Museum, 
School,  and  House  Committee,  which  dealt  mainly  with 
questions  of  repairs  to  the  school  and  house.  The  senior 
demonstrator  in  chemistry  was  recommended  for  an  in- 
crease of  10/.  in  salai-y.  The  portrait  of  William  Ince  it 
was  decided  to  place  on  the  wall  of  the  Council  Chamber. 
The  monthly  account  for  repairs  in  the  house  amounted  to 
6/.  9*. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Organisation. 

Mr.  Neathercoat  presented  the  report  of  the  Local  As- 
sociations' Committee,  which  dealt  with  meetings  held  or 
to  be  held  in  the  country.  Meetings  are  to  be  held  during 
March  at  Wakefield,  Canterbury,  Leeds,  Sheffield,  Stoke, 
and  Eastbourne. 

Mr.  Neathercoat  explained  the  report  at  some  length, 
and  said  that  the  meetings  were  much  appreciated,  ex- 
pressions of  confidence  in  the  policy  of  the  Council  being 
general. 

Mr.  Hagon,  in  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  there  is  much  difficulty  in  the  country  in  getting  to 
know  what  is  being  done  on  the  Council.  Mr.  Hobbs  has 
several  times  pressed  on  the  Council  the  necessity  of  send- 
ing out  more  particulars  of  the  Society's  work  to  the  Divi- 
sional Secretaries. 

Mr.  Young  referred  to  the  successful  meeting  held  at 
Hull,  at  which  Mr.  Chater's  assistance  was  invaluable. 

Dr.  Symes  said  the  members  were  very  much  indebted 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  who  gave  up  their  time  to 
address  the  meetings.  Formerly  members  of  the  Society 
were  only  able  to  judge  of  the  results  of  policy  by  results, 
but  now  they  can  hear  from  the  Council's  members  of  the 
work  that  is  being  done.  He  hoped  the  results  of  the 
meeting  were  commensurate  with  the  cost,  and  would  like 
to  know  whether  any  chemists  who  were  not  members  had 
joined  as  a  consequence  of  these  meetings. 

Mr.  Gilmour  said  that  he  met  the  chemists  of  Carlisle 
in  an  informal  manner  on  the  previous  Monday.  He 
thought  the  benefit  to  the  Society  by  such  meetings  was 
great. 

Mr.  Gifford  reminded  the  Council  that  one  of  the  rea- 
sons he  used  to  receive  for  the  non-appointment  of  an 
organising  secretary  was  the  abject  poverty  of  the  Society. 
Now  that  it  cost  369/.  last  year  for  organisation  expenses 
he  thought  that  argument  hardly  applied  now. 

Mr.  Neathercoat,  replying,  said  that  increase  of  the 
membership  was  one  of  the  main  things  kept  in  mind  in 
holding  the  meetings.  The  amount  referred  to  by  Mr. 
Gifford  included  Parliamentary  expenses;  only  a  small 
part  of  it  was  spent  by  the  committee. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  they 
might  find  the  increase  of  members  not  in  proportion  to 
the  time  spent  and  the  expense  of  the  meetings.  He 
should  still  hold  that  the  expenditure  was  justified  in  the 
increase  of  the  loyalty  of  the  members.  A  member  of 
Council  conveys  information  by  word  of  mouth  much  more 
efficiently  than  is  obtained  by  a  cursory  reading  of  the 
"  Journal." 

The  Vice-President  said  he  took  great  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  committee.  They  must  not  weigh  the  results 
by  increase  of  membership.  His  experience  was  that 
there  is  at  present  more  enthusiasm  in  the  country  for  the 
work  of  the  Society  than  ever  before.  The  Leeds  Associ- 
ation have  sent  him  a  long  list  of  questions  for  reply  at  a. 
meeting  he  was  to  attend  that  evening. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Other  Matters. 
The  Registrar  reported  on  the  registrations  as  appren- 
tices or  students,  but  the  number  registered  was  not 
stated. 

The  drafting  of  the  Annual  Report  was  entrusted  to  the 
Library  Committee  and  the  President. 
_  Communications  regarding  the  draft  scheme  for  estab- 
lishing a  curriculum  were  deferred  till  the  next  meeting. 

A  communication  from  the  National  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Adulterants nvas  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Grimsby  Association  urged  the  Council  to  protect 
from  the  damaging  abuse  of  coroners  those  members  of  the 
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Society  who  render  first-aid  in  the  course  of  their  busi- 
ness. Letters  on  the  same  subject  from  the  Tunbridge 
Wells,  Bradford  and  Liverpool  Chemists'  Associations  were 
also  read. 

The  Marine  Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade  acknow- 
ledged the  nomination  of  Mr.  Phillips  as  a  member  of  the 
committee  charged  with  the  revision  of  the  ships'  medicine- 
chest  scale. 

The  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy. 
The  Secretary  then  read  the  following  letter  from  Mr. 
Walter  Hills,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Reference  in 
Pharmacy  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  : 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  February  6,  which  has  been  laid 
before  tne  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy,  I  beg  to  say 
on  behalf  of  the  committee  that  recommendations  and  reports 
have  been  forwarded  from  time  to  time  to  the  General 
Medical  Council,  the  body  by  which  the  committee  was  ap- 
pointed after  nomination  by  the  Councils  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  of  Ireland.  Copies 
of  two  of  these  reports  I  enclose  herewith.  The  first,  which 
embraced  two  interim  reports,  was  published  in  the  "  Phar- 
maceutical Journal,"  February  20,  1909.  The  receip't  of  the 
second  was  acknowledged  in  the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal,'' 
July  2,  1910;  this  report  was  not  published  in  the  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal,''  whereby  a  further  indication  is  afforded 
of  the  lack  of  interest  displayed,  by  the  Society's  official  organ 
in  the  work  of  the  committee.  The  committee  has  desired 
me  to  add  that  it  is  unable  to  endorse  the  opinions  expressed 
by  Mr.  Edmund  White  at  the  Council-meeting  of  February  1, 
in  the  absence  of  any  information  that  the  Blue-book  referred 
to  was  published  at  the  instigation  of,  or  w  ith  the  sanction  of, 
the  General  Medical  Council,  and  in  the  absence  of  any 
knowledge  that  the  relations  existing  between  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  of  Ireland  and  the 
General  Medical  Council  in  respect  to  the  revision  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  have  changed. 

Mr.  White  said  that  as  the  committee  did  not  attempt 
to  traverse  his  statements  there  was  nothing  to  answer  in 
the  first  part  of  the  letter.  In  regard  to  the  origin  of  the 
Blue-book  on  Unqualified  Practice  there  are  distinct  indi- 
cations in  the  book  that  it  was  inspired  by  the  action  of 
the  General  Medical  Council  taken  without  reference  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  When  a  matter  such  as  this 
is  to  be  dealt  with  of  equal  interest  to  medical  men  and 
•chemists,  the  General  Medical  Council  should  have  con- 
sulted the  Society  first.  In  regard  to  the  relations  be- 
tween the  General  Medical  Council  and  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society,  he  could  only  repeat  that  after  the  publication 
of  the  1898  Pharmacopoeia  it  was  understood  that  the  Society 
■would  not  consent  to  undertake  any  further  work  unless 
adequate  recognition  was  accorded.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed for  reference  and  consultation  on  difficult  ques- 
tions, and  his  whole  complaint  is  J_hat  this  has  become  a 
committee  of  revision  without  referring  to  the  Society. 

This  concluded  the  public  business.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Ten  deaths,  including  five  by  misadventure,  have  been  re- 
ported from  poisoning  since  our  issue  of  last  week.  There 
is  also  a,  charge  of  murder  by  poison. 

Chlorodyne. — Wm.  J.  Hewitt,  of  Portsmouth,  died  from 
chronic  Bright's  disease,  accelerated  by  a  dose  of  chlorodyne. 
A  Coroner's  jury  found  a  verdict  of  death  from  misadventure. 

Laudanum. — John  Davis  (44),  navvy,  died  in  the  Ecclesall 
Workhouse  Hospital,  Sheffield,  from  laudanum-poisoning. 
At  the  inquest  it  was  stated  that  Davis,  who  suffered  front 
insomnia,  had  purchased  7  or  8  oz.  of  laudanum  from  Mr. 
George  B.  Owen,  chemist  and  druggist,  10  -South  Street. 
Sheffield,  for  rubbing  a  broken  wrist.  Knowing  that  deceased 
lived  in  the  country  Mr.  Owen  sold  him  the  quantity  asked 
for.  The  Deputy-Coroner  pointed  out,  that  there  was  no 
restriction  in  the  sale  of  laudanum,  but  in  this  case  the  jury 
might  entertain  the  opinion  that  the  chemist  acted  discreetly 
or  indiscreetly,  but  in  his  absence  it  would  not  be  right  to 
express  an  opinion  on  the  point.  They  had,  of  course,  the 
option  of  calling  Mr.  Owen.  This  the  jury  decided  not  to  do. 
A  verdict  was  found  that  deceased  died  from  an  overdose  of 
laudanum  taken  to  produce  sleep.

'    mercuric  chloride,  thete  being  only  issued  in  "soloid"  form. 
I   —Henry  Herbert  (16),  a  City  of  London  office-boy.  poisoned 
;    himself  with  corrosive  sublimate  after  being  reprimanded  by 
his  mother.    He  obtained  the  poison  from  a  fellow-clerk  fi- 
des^ 

Opium-poisoning,  probably  due  to  taking  chlorodyne,  was 
stated  to  have  caused  the  death  of  an  unknown  man  who  was 
found  in  a  dying  condition  on  the  Victoria  Embankment, 
London. 

Prussic  Acid.—~Dr.  Archibald  Gordon  (28)  committed  suicide 
at  Prestatyn  by  taking  1  oz.  of  this  poison. 

Spirit  of  Salt.—  Emma  Margaret  Insley  (22),  of  Marylebone, 
London,  N.W.,  killed  herself  by  taking  this  poison.— A 
month-old  child  was  found  dving  under  a  hedge  at  Croydon 
from  spirit  of  salt  poisoning.  The  mother.  Kate  Penrith  (21). 
domestic  servant,  was  charged  b3fore  the  Croydon  Magis- 
trates on  March  2  with  murdering  the  infant. 

Verona/  in  accidental  overdose  caused  the  death  of  Geor- 
giana  A.  Monro  (67),  widow,  at  St.  Leo-ards-or.-Sea. 
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Brief  Records. 

Bath  Pharmaceutical  Association.— A  very  interest- 
ing lantern  lecture  on  "  Applied  Bacteriology  "  was  de- 
livered on  Thursday  evening,  February  23,  by  Mr.  T.  Maben, 
Ph.C,  F.CiS.,  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  and  Co.,  at  the  Lec- 
ture Hall  of  the  Literary  Institute.  Mr.  D.  A.  Evans  was  in 
the  chair,  and  after  the  lecture  Drs.  Scott  and  Hardy  man 
thanked  Mr.  Maben  for  a  very  pleasant  and  instructive 
evening. 

Torquay  Pharmacists'  Ass32UUoa.-A  meeting  was 
.held  at  the  Pavilion  Hotel,  Torquay,  on  February  28,  Mr.  H. 
F.  Bourne  (President)  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  Knight,  Newlyn, 
Ness,  Horner,  Quant,  Smollett,  and  Ventham  (secretary)  were 
also  present.  The  President  referred  in  feeling  terms  to  the 
death  of  Mr.  J.  Young,  and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to 
■convey  to  Mrs.  Young  and  family  the  deep  sympathy  of  the 
members.  A  long  discussion  took  place  on  the  Proposed 
curriculum  for  the  Minor  examination,  during  which  opinions 
were  fairly  well  divided,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  matter 
was  too  important  to  be  passed  over  in  haste,  so  it  was  de- 
ferred till  the  next  meeting.  Other  matters  of  lesser  import- 
ance, were  also  considered. 

Dundee  C,  A.,  6.  A.  Association — A  meeting  in 
Mather's  Hotel  was  held  on  Thursday,  February  23,  Mr.  A.  T. 
Whyte  presiding.  Mr.  Kimber,  of  Dundee  University  Col- 
lege, read  a  paper  on  the  History  and  Advances  of  Physical 
Education.  He  dealt  at  some  length  with  the  various  forms 
of  physical  culture  in  the  early  Grecian  and  Roman  ages, 
showing  how  these  had  degenerated  as  those  nations  became 
rich  and  indolent.  He  also  explained  how  various  forms 
of  physical  culture  tend  to  the  development  of  certain  parts 
of  the  body,  leaving  other  partis  in  a  weak  condition.  A 
discussion  followed,  and  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
to  Mr.  Kimber.  Intimation  was  then  given  of  a  prescription 
and  label-writing  competition  to  be  held  during  the  next 
week. 

Mansfield  and  District  Pharmacists'  Association.— 

The  Vice-President  (Mr.  Shacklock)  was  in  the  chair  at  the 
meeting  held  at  the  Oriental  Cafe,  Mansfield,  on  Wednesday, 
February  15,  and  opened  a  discussion  on  the  proposed  Minor 
-examination  scheme.  He  pointed  out  how  serious  is  the 
proposed  curriculum  to  students,  and  stated  that  employers 
could  not  afford  to  pay  assistants  full  wages  and  allow  them 
time  for  study.  Mr.  Pegg  spoke  strongly  against  the  com- 
pulsory curriculum,  and  said  that  +he  wages  of  qualified  men 
are  very  low  considering  the  amount  of  knowledge  required 
and  the  long  hours  of  business.  He  moved--"  That  while  we 
approve  the  division  of  the  Minor  examination  into  two 
parts,  we  strongly  object  to  a  compulsory  curriculum."  The 
resolution  was  carried  unanimously,  after  Messrs.  Bell.  Jes- 
son,  and  Adams  had  spoken  in  support  of  it,  and  pointed  out 
the  disadvantages  that  would  result  from  the  imposition  of  a 
■curriculum. 

Oldham  Pharmaceutical  Association.— At  a  meeting 
held  on  February  21  at  the  Cafe  Monico,  Mr.  Yates  opened 
a  discussion  on  tin  Draft  Scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a 
curriculum  and  the  division  of  the  Minor  examination.  After 
u.  discussion  a  resolution  was  carried  approving  of  the  draft 
scheme,  subject  to  the  following  modifications:  (1)  Appren- 
tices must  pass  the  Preliminary  and  be  registered  as  a 
student  before  apprenticeship.  (2)  That  there  should  be  no 
•curriculum  for  the  Intermediate  examination.  (3)  The  sub- 
jects for  the  Intermediate  examination  should  all  be  taken 
•on  one  day.  Alternatively,  the  certificate  of  approved  t  nmin- 
ing  bodies  should  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  examination,  anrl 
the  examination  be  conducted  at  local  centres.  (4)  Can- 
didates for  the  Final  examination  must  be  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  an  interval  of  at  least  twelve  months  should 
elapse  from  the  time  of  passing  the  Intermediate.  (5)  The 
subjects  for  the  Final  examination  should  all  be  taken  on 
one  day. 

Visit  to  Chemical-works.  -  By  the  invitation  of  Messrs. 
James  Gibbs  &  Finch  a  number  of  the  junior  members  of  the 
Plymouth,  Devonport,  Stonehouse,  and  District  Association 
visited  their  extensive  chemical-works  at  Cattedown,  Ply- 
mouth, on  Wednesday  afternoon,  February  22.  The  'partv 
were  conducted  by  Mr.  Sara,  and  were  shown  the  whole  of  the 
process  of  the  manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid,  fiom  the  crush- 
ing and  roasting  of  the  pyrites  to  the  concentrated  pure  acid 
as  used  in  pharmacy.  They  were  also  shown  the  fractional 
distillation  of  coal-tar  and  the  collection  of  the  resulting  pro- 
ducts. The  President  (Mr.  Spear)  thanked  Mr.  Sara  on  behalf 
of  the  party  for  Ins  very  lucid  and  instructive  remarks  and 
tor  such  a  pleasant  and  interesting  afternoon.  Mr.  Sara,  in 
reply,  spoke  of  the  coming  "  contact  "  process  of  the  manufac- 


ture of  sulphuric  acid,  w  hich  would  do  away  with  the  "  cham- 
bers "  and  other  extensive  plant  now  required. 

Cheltenham  and  District  Association.  -  A  meeting  was 
held  at  Northgate  Mansions,  Gloucester,  on  February  23, 
with  the  President  (Mr.  J.  A.  Thomas)  in  the  chair.  There 
were  also  present :  Messrs.  Freshfield  Reynolds  F.  T  Pal- 
mer, A.  C.  Saxby,  H.  B.  Clark,  W.  Min'chin,  A.  J.  Wells 
C.  H.  James,  W.  Marcbant,  and  W.  H.  Hill  (Hon.  Secretary). 
The  chairman,  in  his  presidential  address,  dealt  with  the 
Objects  and  Necessity  for  Local  Organisation,.  In  an  interest- 
ing manner  it  was  shown  how  th©  Association  had  influenoed 
the  formation  of  Associations  in  the  neighbouring 
counties,  and  attention  was  called  to  the  various  useful  sub- 
jects that  had  been  dealt  with  at  the  Association's  meetings, 
while  the  good  fellowship  that  bad  been  established  among 
its  members  was  another  point  emphasised.  After  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Thomas  had  been  passed,  Mr.  A.  C. 
Saxby  introduced  the  subject  of  The  Proposed  Curriculum, 
pointing  out  the  many  disadvantages  of  an  enforced  curricu- 
lum. The  subject  was  very  fully  discussed  by  all  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  the  following  resolution,  proposed  by  Mr. 

A.  C.  Saxby  and  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Thomas,  received 
the  greatest  number  of  votes: 

"  The  Association  very  much  appreciate  the  request  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  to  consider  the  scheme  for  the  divi- 
sion of  the  Minor  examination  and  the  establishment  of  a 
curriculum,  and  endorse  the  proposal  as  to  division  of  Minor 
examination.  They  regret  that  they  do  not  think  the  curri- 
culum scheme  desirable,  as  technical  schools  are  not  yet 
sufficiently  numerous  for  the  training  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
student.  The  two  course.-  of  study  demanded  by  the  curri- 
culum would  be  too  extensive  in  both  time  and  money  for  the 
majority  of  aspirants." 

Edinburgh  C,  A.,  &.  A.  Association.- The  meeting 
held  on  Wednesday,  February  22,  was  arranged  by  Mr. 
W.  B.  Cowie,  Ph.C.  F.C.S.,  and  the  principal  item  was  a 
paper  on  The  Determination  of  Hydrocyanic  Acid,  by  Mr. 
Herbert  C.  Walker.  Mr.  Walker  submitted  that  frequent 
determination  of  dilute  hydrocyanic  acid  in  the  pharmacy  was 
necessary  owing  to  its  great  toxicity,  readiness  with  which 
it  undergoes  hydrolysis,  and  its  volatility.  In  a  comparison 
of  th©  various  methods  for  volumetric  determination  of 
hydrocyanic  acid  the  average  of  six  titrations  each  by  the 

B.  P.  and  U.S. P.  methods  was  1.99  per  cent.  Vielhaber's 
method  (six  titrations)  gave  1.991  per  cent.,  Guerin  and 
Gonet's  modification  of  Buignet's  method  1.976  percent.,  and 
Fordos'  and  Gelis'  method  1.80  per  cent.  Mr.  Walker's  con- 
clusions were:  The  U.S. P.  method  is  decidedly  the  easiest 
giving  accurate  and  concordant  results  without  a  great  deal 
of  practice.  The  B.P.  method  is  more  difficult  to  work  and 
requires  considerable  experience,  wh'le  Vielhaber's  method 
is  simple  to  work  and  more  suitable  than  the  B.P.  method. 
It  is  necessary  that  the  magnesium  hydrate  should  be  freshly 
prepared  and  quite  free  from  halogen  salts.  Guerin  and 
Gonet's  method  is  not  so  accurate  as  any  of  the  preceding, 
but  is  specially  suitable  for  determining  hydrocyanic  acid  in 
cherry  laurel  water  which  contains  benzaldehyde,  silver 
nitrate  being  reduced  bv  the  benzaldehyde,  thus  giving  too 
high  a  result.  Iodine  by  oxidising  aldehydes  again  giv"' 
too  high  a  result.  Fordos'  and  Gelis'  method  appear  to  b 
the  least  reliable  of  .all  the  methods.  In  the  discussion  ther 
was  a  general  agreement  with  Mr.  Walker  by  Messrs. 
Cowie,  Merson,  Hill,  Brander.  and  Brown. 

Carlisle  Chemists'  Association.    The  annual  meeting 
was  held   in   the  Viaduct   Hotel,  Carlisle,  on  Thursday, 
February  23,  Mr.  Thomas  Ridley  (President)  in  the  chair. 
After  the  adoption  of  the  balance-sheet  the  officers  for  th 
ensuing  year  were  appointed  as  follows  :  President,  Mr.  T. 
F:dlev;  Vice-President,  Mr  C.  M.  Dalziel;  and  Secretary, 
Mr.  J.  J.  Robinson.     Mr.  Sharpe  was  elected  a  member  o 
the  Association.     The  Secretary  read  letters  he  had  received 
from  Mr.  Hallaway  and  Mr.  Robson,  resigning  their  mem 
bership.      On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Ridley,  seconded  by  Mr, 
Dalziel,  their  resignations  were  accepted,  with  regret,  anJ 
they  were  unanimouslv  elected  honorary  members.     A  dis 
cussion,  in  which  all  the  members  present  joined,  took  plac 
on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  proposed  scheme  for  the 
division  of  the  Minor  examination  and  a  curriculum  of  study 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Ridley,  it  was  decided  to  write  to  Mr 
David  Gilmour,  of  Dunfermline,  inviting  him  to  address  th 
members  of  the  Society  on  the  subject,  and  with  this  objeel 
in  view  the  meeting  was  adjourned  till  Monday,  February 
27,  when  Mr.  Gilmour  attended  and  delivered  a  very  interest 
ingand  instructive  address.      He  went  thoroughly  into  th/ 
subject  of  pharmaceutical  education,  and  pointed  out  th 
difficulty  at  the  present  time  of  obtaining  aporentices  wh 
have  passed  the  Preliminary  examination,  owing  chiefly  t< 
the  fact  that  Latin  is  not  now  taught  in  our  elementar. 
schools.      Incidentally,  he  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  qualit. 
of  the  teaching  at  the  Society's  school  in  Bloomsbury  Square 
and  also  alluded  to  the  difficulty  with  which  th©  Society  hac 
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to  contend  in  the  administration  of  the  Poison  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908.  As  a  result  of  the  discussion  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  proposed  by  Mr.  Ridley  and  carried  : 

"  That  this  Association  approves  of  the  division  of  the 
Minor  examination,  but  recommends  that  certificates  of  all 
approved  technical  schools  whose  syllabus  conforms  to  the 
suggested  requirements  be  accepted  for  the  Intermediate 
examination.  Also,  that  candidates  passing  in  certain  sub- 
jects should  not  be  compelled  to  take  those  subjects  a  second 
time;  and  that,  taking  into  consideration  the  present  condi- 
tion of  pharmacy,  it  is  not  desirable  to  increase  the  cost  of 
the  examinations. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Ridley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dalziel,  a 
cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Gilmour  for  his 
add  ress. 


Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

An  open  meeting  was  held  at  the  Royal  Institution, 
Colquitt  Street,  on  Thursday,  February  23,  Mr.  Prosper 
H.  Marsden  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  A. 
Steen  Barr,  A.  S.  Buck,  J.  Gilmour,  C.  Hare,  H.  Hum- 
phreys Jones,  W.  F.  Laycock,  ti.  Lomax,  W.  M.  Polglase, 
E.  Prebble,  J.  H.  Robinson,  S.  Stephenson,  C.  Symes, 
0.  Waddington,  B.  Whalley,  T.  S.  Wokes,  and  H.  Wyatt 
were  also  present.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  Humohreys  Jones) 
read  a  letter  from  the  Treasury  acknowledging  receipt 
of  the  one  sent  by  the  Association  in  reference  to  the 
spirit-duty. 

The  Minor  Proposals. 
The  Chairman  then  opened  a  discussion  on  the  draft 
icheme  for  division  of  the  Minor  examination  and  estab- 
lishment of  a  curriculum.  Mr.  Marsden  was  in  favour 
of  both  these  ideas,  but  not  in  the  form  of  the  present 
proposals.  Mr.  Humphreys  Jones  approved  of  the  pro- 
posal that  a  fixed  mimimum  of  time  should  elapse  between 
the  Preliminary  and  Final  examinations.  He  said  that 
many  young  men  did  not  study  for  their  preliminary  until 
some  time  after  their  apprenticeship  was  over,  and  if  such  a 
regulation  as  is  now  proposed  were  in  force,  these  young 
men  would  probably  pass  it  before  apprenticeship  or  soon 
after.  If  they  failed  to  pass,  they  would  no  longer  stay 
in  the  business,  for  it  would  not  be  too  late  to  try  their 
hands  at  something  else.  Thus  the  number  of  the  unquali- 
fied would  be  considerably  reduced.  He  dealt  with  the 
whole  curriculum  of  study  and,  in  conclusion,  urged  the 
superiority  of  private  schools  over  technical  schools  and  uni- 
versities owing  to  the  greater  amount  of  personal  attention 
given  and  the  personal  stake  in  the  financial  success  of  the 
school. 

Mr.  Harold  Wyatt  thought  that  the  present  scheme  for 
a  curriculum  is  faulty  and  will  not  work,  and  a  good  deal 
of  water  will  flow  under  London  Bridge  before  it  goes 
through.  If  it  came  into  existence  a.  class  of  men  and  a 
class  of  institutions  might  be  wiped  out  of  existence.  The 
rights  of  pharmaceutical  training  schools  must  be  safe- 
guarded. Mr.  Jones's  school,  for  instance,  he  regarded  as 
the  school  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association.  It 
was  carried  on  in  a  conscientious  and  thoroughly  practical 
way  and  it  ought  to  be  well  looked  after.  Technical 
schools,  he  thought,  were  of  very  little  use  to  chemists.  The 
classes  were  good,  but  not  along  the  right  lines  for  phar- 
macists. He  believed  in  the  good  motives  of  those  re- 
sponsible for  the  curriculum  scheme,  but  they  really  did 
not  know  what  they  were  doing,  for  they  had  no  first-hand 
knowledge.  A  curriculum  may  be  forced  upon  us  by  the 
Government,  so  that  we  had  better  frame  it  ourselves  and 
we  must  see  that  it  is  made  elastic. 

Dr.  Symes  expressed  general  agreement  with  what  the 
previous  speakers  had  said,  but  he  could  not  agree  that 
there  was  any  possibility  of  the  Government  forcing  a 
curriculum  upon  us.  He  had  always  been  in  favour  of 
division  of  the  Minor  examination,  and  his  idea  from 
the  commencement  had  been  that  the  student  should 
possess  a  sounder  knowledge,  building  it  up  gradually  from 
the  day  he  is  registered  until  he  presents  himself  for 
examination.  He  disagreed  with  the  curriculum  in  its 
present  form.  In  the  list  of  requirements  the  word 
"  lectures  "  should  be  replaced  by  "  hours  of  instruction." 
He  would  reduce  the  number  of  hours  in  practical  chemis- 
try for  the  Intermediate,  and  would  make  the  examination 
entirely  a  written  one,  to  be  held  on  one  day  only,  under 
supervision,  and  at  certain  provincial  centres. 


Mr.  Lomax  referred  briefly  to  the  suggestion  that  army 
compounders  would  have  to  come  before  the  Board  of 
Examiners  to  demonstrate  their  fitness  for  registration. 

Mr.  Wokes  rose  to  speak,  but  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Robinson  the  discussion  was  adjourned  to  a  further 
meeting. 

Glasgow  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Mr.  James  Lennox  presided  at  the  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers on  February  16,  at  which  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  opened 
the  discussion  on  the 

Proposed  Minor  Examination  Curriculum, 

to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  C.  <£.•  D.,  February  25, 
index  folio  294.  Mr.  Lennox  explained  that  he  was  re- 
sponsible for  placing  the  following  three  questions  on  the 
billet  : 

1.  Is  the  principle  of  a  compulsory  curriculum  accepted? 

2.  Is  the  present  moment  opportune  for  its  institution  ? 

3.  Should  certificates  from  other  examining  bodies  be 
accepted  for  the  Intermediate  examination  (i.e.,  botany  and 
chemistry)  '.' 

He  added  that  they  had  received  a  communication  from 
Mr.  Bremridge  early  in  January  asking  their  Association 
for  any  observations  on  the  draft  scheme  that  they  might 
deem  fitting.  That  was  a  new  step  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  to  take,  and  they  were  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
wisdom  of  the  step  in  thus  democratising  the  government 
of  the  Society.  They  also  congratulated  their  worthy 
fellow-member  Mr.  Currie  upon  the  position  he  was  taking 
in  the  country  in  this  matter.  Mr.  Lennox  then  called 
upon  Mr.  Currie  to  speak,  and  he  having  done  so, 
the  discussion  proceeded  in  an  animated  manner. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Melvin  answering  the  three 
questions  in  the  affirmative,  and  one  from  Mr.  MacMillan 
objecting  to  the  scheme  because  of  its  unfairness  to  youths 
in  country  towns  where  classes  are  not  available. 

Mr.  Moir,  continuing  the  discussion,  said  the  Minor 
examination  should  be  divided  into  two  parts,  and  candi- 
dates should  get  credit  for  whichever  part  they  did  best 
in.  He  considered  the  time  opportune  for  the  scheme  and 
that  Mr.  Currie's  proposals  are  a  fair  compromise,  also 
that  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  students.  He  com- 
mented upon  the  Preliminary  examination,  and  concluded 
that  the  scheme,  when  enforced,  would  raise  the  status  of 
the  pharmacist. 

Mr.  Sinclair  also  considered  the  time  opportune  for  the 
scheme,  and  discussed  the  apprentice  question,  especially 
in  regard  to  the  difficulties  which  would  exist  for,  country 
apprentices  obtaining  the  necessary  education  for  the  Inter- 
mediate examination.  He  also  asked  Mr.  Currie  what 
kind  of  teaching  institutions  would  be  approved  by  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Currie  at  this  stage  pointed  out  that  the  continua- 
tion classes  in  small  towns  would  enable  apprentices  to- 
get  the  education  required.  As  to  the  teaching  institu- 
tions, he  said  that  a  teacher  had  spoken  about  the  matter 
to  him  and  he  (the  teacher)  told  him  that  if  the  present 
means  of  teaching  for  the  Minor  examination  are  quite  up 
to  what  the  Council  had  set,  the  new  conditions  would  be 
equally  well  met. 

Mr.  Biddell  dealt  interrogatively  with  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Charter  powers  and  favoured  division  of 
the  Minor.  He  considered  that  the  effect  of  the  proposed 
scheme  upon  apprentices  would  be  detrimental,  while  it 
would  also  be  hard  upon  chemists  who  carry  on  business, 
with  the  aid  of  apprentices.  His  remarks  in  regard  to  the 
Charter  brought  a  reply  from  Mr.  Currie  as  to  how  by- 
laws are  passed.  Whereupon  Mr.  Riddell  asked  him  if 
the  Council  must  pass  these  by-laws,  and  Mr.  Currie  re- 
plied :  "  I  am  afraid  that  they  must  accede  to  what  Parlia- 
ment says,  and  if  they  fail  in  that,  another  power  may  step 
in  and  see  whether  anything  can  be  done."  After  further 
conversation,  Mr.  Smith  moved  : 

"  That  the  Association  support  the  scheme." 

Air.  J.  P.  Gilmour  suggested  that  the  discussion  should 
be  adjourned  until  the  next  meeting.  This  was  supported 
by  Mr.  Riddell,  but  ultimately  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
to  submit  the  scheme  to  a  small  committee,  who  will  bring 
up  a  report  upon  it  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association.

Royal  Institution. 

PROFESSOR  H.  E.  ARMSTRONG  delivered  a  discourse] 
on  February  17  on  "The  Stimulation  of  Digestive! 
Activity."    Stimulants,  he  said,  are  necessary  to  life,  but 
he  was  careful  to  explain  that  he  did  not  refer  to  alcoholic  1 
beverages.    Water,  for  instance,  by  stimulating  barley  corn  i 
causes  it  to  grow  or  become  active.    The  lecturer  then  j 
dealt  with  the  influence  of  the  membranes  in  permitting  the! 
water  to  flow  into  the  seed,  and  showed  that  the  rate  of; 
absorption  varies.    Placing  a  strip  of  blotting-paper  in  a 
vessel  of  red  dye,  the  well-known  phenomenon  of  a  colourless  ' 
edging  was  shown,  due  to  the  different  rates  of  absorption. 
By  artificial  stimulation  of  sea-urchin  eggs  with  substances  I 
such  as  butyric  acid,  the  eggs  can  be  carried  through  all i 
stages  in  imitation  of  the  natural  process.    Dealing  next 
with  the  effect  of  various  chemicals,  some  Califomianl 
grain  which  contains  a  blue  layer  changed  like  litmus  by  j 
acid  was  soaked  in  strong  acid  but  no  change  took  place,  j 
When,  however,  a  weak  acid  was  employed,  the  colour  of 
the  grain  changed  at  once  to  red.    Mercuric  chloride,! 
iodine,  cadmium,  iodide  and  ammonia  pass  in  very  rapidly, 
but  there  is  a  curious  selective  process  at  work.  Mercuric 
nitrate  and  cadmium  sulphate,  for  example,  do  not  enter. 
The  substances  are  in  solution  and  are  stimulants  in  en- 
abling water  to  pass  more  rapidly  into  the  grain.  Reference 
was  then  made  to  the  reason  why  barley  germinates,  and 
some  pictures  were  shown  on  the  screen  as  examples  of  ttr 
(eff'edt  of  planting  seeds  i'n  sterile  soil.    By  heat  and 
toluene  the  protozoa  in  the  soil  are  killed,  but  not  the  spores 
of  bacteria.    When  seeds  are  sown  in  such  soil  the  bacteri 
come  to  life  again  and  produce  a  larger  quantity  of  plant- 
food  in  the  absence  of  the  protozoa.  Artificial  flower-forcing 
is  much  practised  in  Belgium.    Lilac-bushes  are  kept  i 
an  atmosphere  of  ether,  the  stimulation  causing  them 
flower  in  a  short  time.    Strawberries  are  also  forced  in  thi 
way.    All  substances  that  act  as  stimulants  have  the  effec 
of  starting  enzyme  activity,  an  example  shown  being  cherry 
laurel  leaves  dipped  in  liquid  air  and  ground  soy-bean 
The  last  named  contains  a  ferment  which  has  the  power  i 
converting  urea  into  ammonia,  this  being  experimental! 
shown  by  adding  some  ground  bean  to  a  solution  of  urea  an 
phenolp'hthalein,  when  after  a  few  minutes  a  reddening  too 
place  owing  to  the  liberation  of  ammonia.    Professor  Arm- 
strong next  considered  why  certain  substances  act  a 
stimulants  and  others  do  not.    It  is  not  a  question  of  trr 
size  of  the  molecules  but  of  solubility — stimulants  hav 
only  a  slight  affinity  for  water.    An  experiment  was  shown 
to  emphasise  the  relative  solubility  of  methyl  and  propyl 
alcohols;  the  latter  being  less  soluble  is  much  more  active 
Alcohol  is  a  weak  stimulant,  because  it  is  very  soluble  in 
water.    The  reason  of  its  deleterious  effects  on  the  human 
body  is  that  it  tends  to  accumulate  in  the  brain  and  nerv" 
cells  because  of  the  large  amount  of  fatty  matter.  Caffeine 
on  the  other  hand,  is  not  absorbed  preferentially  by  the  fa 
cells,  and  is  hence  a  more  general  stimulant.    The  function 
of  the  glucosides  of  the  mustard-plant  are  stimulative,  very 
similar  to  the  action  on  the  stomach.    These  stimulating 
glucosides  influence  growth  and  are  found  in  plants  which 
grow  quickly.    After  showing  how  bananas  can  be  ripene 
by  exposure  to  chloroform,  the  lecturer  said  a  few  words  o 
the  effect  of  anesthetics.    He  stated  that  anaesthetics,  b 
distending  nerve-cells,  increase  the  flow  of  water.  Th 
lecturer   finished   with  a  reference  to  the  treatment  o 
zymotic  diseases  by  the  injection  of  chemical  substances  hr1 
the  body. 


Ethylene  Bichlopjde  is  advocated  as  a  solvent  of  iodin 
for  use  in  sterilising  the  skin.  The  stain  produced  on  th 
skin  is  lighter  than  when  other  solvents  are  employed. 

Dispensing  is  the  twelfth  career  for  girls  which  Elizabe 
Stennett  writes  about  in  this  month's  "Girls'  Realm. 
"  There  is  no  doubt."  she  says,  "that  dispensing  is  a  suitab 
occupation  for  girls,  because  it  does  not  involve  any  physic 
strain,  in  the  sense  of  exposure  under  trying  climatic  co 
ditions.  If  a  girl  intends  to  take  up  the  work  she  must  do  s 
systematically,  work  with  enthusiasm,  and  take  a  real  intere 
in  her  profession."  There  is  no  word  about  the  scores 
girls  who  have  "qualified"  as  the  article  suggests,  and  wh 
have  then  discovered  that  the  demand  for  them  is  almo 
nil.

well  in  this  respect.  In  drugs  and  oils,  attention 
is  still  concentrated  on  cod-liver  oil,  with  prices  again 
nominally  higher  in  several  quarters,  and  an  expansion  in 
wholesale  buying  ;  the  fishing  at  Lofoten  has  not  yet  made 
material  progress.  B.P.  almond  oil  is  Id.  dearer,  as  the 
result  of  the  scarcity  of  almonds,  and  both  clove  and  male- 
fern  oils  are  higher.  English  castor  oil  is  easier,  and 
lemon  is  also  a  trifle  cheaper  for  shipment ;  bergamot 
remains  firm  and  scarce.  American  peppermint  oil 
continues  very  firm,  but  Japanese  dementholised 
is  easier.  Menthol  is  6</.  to  Qd.  cheaper  on 
the  spot  and  quite  inactive.  Morphine  remains  firm, 
and  apomorphine  is  dearer.  Cocaine  has  been  in  brisk 
demand  from  both  makers  and  dealers,  and  an  official 
advance  is  looked  for.  Japanese  refined  camphor  is  quiet. 
'Gamboge  is  firm,  and  East  Indian  acacia  and  olibanum 
are  scarce.  Quicksilver  was  advanced  to  10Z.  last  Friday, 
at  which  it  remains.  Terebene  is  dearer,  and  turpentine 
is  steady  on  the  week.  Tartar  emetic  and  other  anti- 
monial  preparations  have  advanced.

Olive  Oil. 

What  between  the  uneettlement  caused  by  the  sharp  set- 
lack  in  price®  since  the  middle  of  February  and  the  strong 
.statistical  outlook  due  to  the  generally  poor  results  of  the 


world's  crops,  market  conditions  have  become  the  subject  of 
much  uncertainty,  and  buyers  have  been  temporarily 
frightened  off  the  market.  Levant  shippers  were  possibly 
influenced  by  the  drop  in  cotton-seed  oil,  while  the  break  in 
Spain  has  naturally  aroused  suspicion  lest  the  bad  reports 
as  to  the  result  of  the  Spanish  crop  should  have  been  exag- 
gerated. In  addition  to  the  particulars  received  from  our 
Marseilles  correspondent  which  appeared  in  our  issue  of 
February  13,  the  information  which  has  been  gathered  by  the 
Spanish  Government  (Agricultural  Department)  as  to  the  re- 
sults secured  in  the  various  growing  districts  is  certainly  of 
interest.  It  would  appear  from  the  trustworthy  particulars 
given  that  the  whole  Spanish  crop  output  amounts  to  6,133,971 
quintals  of  olives  and  1,017,143  quintals  of  olive  oil.  Com- 
pared with  1909  these  estimated  yields  show  a  deficit  of 
7,848.068  quintals  of  olives  and  1,380.577  quintals  in  olive  oil. 
the  actual  figures  realised  for  1909  being  13.982,039  quintals  of 
olives  and  2,397,720  quintals  of  olive  oil.  The  cultivated  area 
in  Spain  is  estimated  at  1,396,096  hectares,  compared  with 
1.394,854  hectares  in  1909,  thus  showing  a  little  increase.  The 
Agricultural  Department  adds  that  according  to  the  latest  re- 
ports the  result  of  the  Italian  crop  is  about  similar  to  that  of 
the  Spanish  crop,  namely  about  45  percent,  of  a  normal  yield. 
The  optimistic  anticipations  entertained  of  the  Italian  crop 
based  on  its  satisfactory  and  normal  condition  in  its  early 
stages  have  thus  not  been  realised,  and  its  yield  in  certain 
provinces,  according  to  another  reliable  source  of  informa- 
tion, has  reached  barely  two-thirds  and  in  others  only  one- 
half  of  an  average.  The  production  in  the  "  Pulies,"  which 
in  good  years  is  very  considerable,  cannot  be  estimated  for 
1910  at  more  than  about  300,000  quintals,  and  that  in  Calabria 
will  barely  exceed  250.000  quintals.  The  provinces  which 
were  not  affected  by  the  "  worm"  have  suffered  from  the 
invasion  of  other  infects.  Stocks  are  stated  to  be  nearly  ex- 
hausted, although  good  parcels  could  probably  be  found  out 
of  the  1909  crop  on  the  markets  of  Gioja,  Tauro,  and  Siderno.

A  despatch  from  Aalesund,  dated  February  20,  states  that 
it  was  generally  expected  that  the  livers  would  this  year  be 
both  ^mailer  and  leaner  than  last  year,  but  the  first  fish  to 
put  in  an  appearance  were  of  an  unusually  large  size.  These, 
however,  proved  to  be  not  real  winter  cod,  the  latter  being; 
small  and  with  a  very  lean  liver.  At  Lofoten  from  400  to>  500 
livers  are  required  to  fill  a  hectolitre,  against  330  to  450  in 
1910,  and  250  to  320  in  1909,  the  yield  of  oil  being  37  per  cent, 
against  40  to  46  percent,  in  1910  and  52  to  55  per  cent,  in  1909. 
In  other  words,  this  means  that  to  obtain  the  same  quantity  of 
cod  liver  oil  as  last  year,  a  50  per  cent,  larger  catch  is  re- 
quired. Since  the  beginning  of  the  fishing  the  weather  has 
been  very  stormy  and  is  still  rather  boisterous.  Holders  of 
last  season's  oil  are  to  a  great  extent  off  the  market,  expect- 
ing a  further  advance.  According  to  cable  advices  the  catch 
and  output  of  cod-liver  oil  up  to  February  25  is  as  follows :

prices,  either  to  cover  previous  blank  sales,  or  to  purchase  for 
the  future  demands  of  consumers.

The  weather  conditions  and  labour  difficulties  have 
caused  the  pressings  to  be  much  smaller  than  is  usual  during 
the  first  months  of  the  season,  during  which  time  the  yield  is 
always  more  abundant.  The  future  course  of  the  pressings 
will  certainly  influence  further  market  developments  to  some 
extent,  but  the  manufacture  of  lemon  oil  is  so  closely  linked 
with  other  factors,  such  as  the  movement  in  the  fresh  fruit 
market,  that  accurate  forecasts  are  out  of  the  question.

March  promises  to 
repeat  history,  as  the  demand  all  round  is  good  both  on 
homo  and  export  account.  For  heavy  chemicals  some  sorts 
are  a  shade  quieter,  but  this  does  not  apply  to  export  demand. 
For  sulphate  of  copper  there  has  been  decidedly  more  inquiry 
from  abroad,  and  sellers  hold  out  for  full  rates  both  prompt 
and  forward.  The  ordinary  quotation  is  20/.  7s.  6c?.  to 
20/.  12s.  6t/.  per  ton,  best  brands,  delivered  Manchester. 
Green  copperas  is  still  in  buyers'  favour,  while  white  pow- 
dered arsenic  is  depressed.  Grey  acetate  of  lime  is  steady, 
but  brown  rules  quiet,  the  parity  of  prices  being  against  the 
last-named.  Carbonate  and  caustic  potash  are  easier.  In 
coal-tar  products  the  month  has  been  an  active  one,  especially 
for  carbolic  acid,  crude  having  risen  8<2.  per  gal.,  crystals 
about  l^d.,  and  liquid  about  4fZ.  per  gal.  As  is  well  known, 
this  has  been  occasioned  by  the  strong  demand  on  Eastern 
account.  Benzols  keep  firm,  and  stocks  clear  readily.  Creo- 
sote is  dull  and  quiet  at  2j<Z.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  is  enjoy- 
ing exceptionally  good  vogue,  and  the  quotation  is  14/.  to 
14/.  Is.  ZJ.  per  ton  on,  rails  Manchester.  One  authority  states 
that  it  is  dearer  now  than  at  any  time  since  1894.  High  prices 
are  being  paid  for  March-June  delivery,  and  business  has 
been  done  so  far  forward  as  July-December  1911  and  January- 
June  1912. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  continues  to  be 
of  a  satisfactory  character.  There  is  a  good  all-round  demand 
for  both  main  and  miscellaneous  products,  and  there  seems 
to  be  every  prospect  of  same  lasting  for  some  time.  Both 
home  and  export  branches  are  well  employed.  Values  do 
not  show  much  fluctuation,  and,  generally  speaking,  they 
are  all  on  the  firm  side.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Acetic  Acid. — Quotations  are  somewhat  lower,  which  is 
rather  to  be  imputed  to  competition  among  holders  than  to 
any  alteration  in  raw  material. 

Acetic  Ether. — A  sudden  and  unexpected  advance  of  m.35 
per  100  kilos,  has  taken  place;  this  chiefly  due  to  the  fact 
that  a  convention  has  been  formed  among  the  makers. 

Carnatba  Wax. — The  position  shows  little  alteration. 
Owing  to  a  "  bear  "  manceuvre  the  prices  for  grey  qualities 
have  fallen,  sandy  grey  being  quoted  at  m.315  to  m. 317.50,  and 
fatty  grey  at  m.320  to  m. 322. 50  per  100  kilos,  net.  Goods  for 
delivery  ox  steamers  now  due,  which  are  expected  to  bring  a 
quantity  of  unsold,  should  be  somewhat  cheaper  with  orders 
in  hand.  Until  these  are  disposed  of  an  improvement  in 
prices  is  not  anticipated.  Yellow  qualities  are  scarce 
and  unchanged. 

Cevabilla. — The  few  reports  to  hand  with  regard  to  the 
new  crop  appear  to  justify  the  rumours  of  a  scarcity.  Hither- 
to all  offers  ait.  m.110  and  upwards  have  been  accepted,  and 
it  is  probable  still  higher  quotations  will  prevail.  In  view  of 
the  position  of  this  raw  material  for  veratria  has  been  ad- 
vanced. 

Chloroform. — The  dissolution  of  the  makers'  convention, 
which  took  place  in  the  beginning  of  Januarv,  has  greatly 
reduced  the  price  of  chloroform.  Undercutting  and  com- 
petition are  keen,  and  it  is  not  thought  that  the  lowest  price 
has  vet  been  reached,  though  makers  are  now  quoting  from 
m.150  to  m.160  per  100  kilos. 

Glycerin. — A  monthly  German  report  states  that  the  situa- 
tion on  the  Paris  market  has  undergone  little-  change  during 
February.  Producers  of  crude  are  not  disposed  to  sell  under 
200f.  to  205f.  A  circular  inquiry  addressed  to  producers  at 
home  and  abroad  elicited  the  fact  that  nine-tenths  of  the 
refiners  had  disposed  of  their  production  beyond  1911,  while 
others  had  sold  up  to  1913.  Some  sellers  quoting  for  1912. 
and  a  few  who  could  offer  a  small  quantity  for  the  second  half 
of  1911,  are  asking  up  to  220f.  As  the  Convention  have  ad- 
vanced their  prices  for  Ph.G.  quality  in  contracts  of  at  least 
10.000  kilos.,  from  in. 210  to  m.215  (not  carriage  paid  as  hereto- 
fore) the.  present  time  is  judged  a  favourable  one  to  purchase 
for  delivery,  as  the  expectation  of  a  fall  in  prices  is  being 
abandoned. 

Jalap. — It  is  remarkable  that  almost  all  the  offers  for 
arrival  remain  neglected  and  it  is  thought  that  quotations  are 
being  subject  to  "bear''  manipulation.  Soot  (Hamburg) 
8  to  10  p°r  cent,  quoted  m.3  r>er  kilo.,  and  6  to  7  per  cent. 
m.2.50.    The  supplies  at  Hamburg  are  very  small 

Kola. — The  yield  of  African  koba  has  been  very  small,  and 
the  greater  nart  of  it  has  been  already  received.  For  food 
quarters  m. 77.50  has  been  paid:  also  tn.75  for  halves  from 
first  hands.  It  is  probab'e  that  higher  prices  will  be  quoted 
should  the  demand  be  maintained. 

Sicilian  Orange  Oil  in  U.S.A. 

The  "  New  York  Commercial,"  under  date  of  February  18. 
reports  that  the  oranee-oil  duty  case  which  was  set  down  for 
a  hearing  at  Los  Angeles,  C.al..  on  February  10,  having  been 
transferred  at  the  instance  of  the  Government,  the  attorneys 
for  which  had  insisted  that  important  testimony  in  support 
of  their  case  could  be  produced  there,  and  there  only,  was 
continued  until  February  14.  and  then  again,  at  the  Govern- 
ment's request,  adjourned  to  February  15.  On  the  latter  date 
the  Government  attorney  had  to  confess  that  they  could  not 
produce  a  single  witness  in  support  of  their  contentions  that 
there  was  any  domestic  industry  which  would  be  threatened 
by  the  imported  oil,  or  that  there  was  any  basis  for  the  con- 
tention of  classifying  orange  oil  under  the  naraarraph  of  fruit 
ethers,  oils,  or  essences.  Th->  attorney  for  the  importers 
thereupon  produced  no  fewer  than  six  witnesses  on  the  other 
side,  who  contended  that  orange  oil  had  never  any  commer- 
cial recognition  other  than  that  of  an  essential  oil,  under 
which  it  was  entitled  to  the  rate  of  25  per  cent,  and  not  at  $1 
per  lb.  under  the  fruit-ether  gro'iij.  The  case  will  be  con- 
tinued in  New  York,  where  it  will  be  resumed  some  time  in 
f  u&sre. 


Wine  Crop  Statistics. 

Messrs.  Kirkpatrick,  Ban*  &  Paton  send  us  the  following 
statistics  of  the  wine-crop  in  France,  Spain,  and  Italy  from 
1900  to  1910.

Bills  of  Exchange. 

A  Blue-book  has  been  issued  giving  a  detailed  record  of 
the  recent  International  Conference  on  bills  of  exchange. 
The  object  of  the  Conference  was  to  draft  a  scheme  for  tho- 
unification  of  the  law  relating  to  bills  of  exchange  and  pro- 
missory notes  payable  to  order  in  all  civilised  countries. 
Thirty-eight  nations  sent  delegates  to  the  Conference; 
twenty-eight  delegates  signed  without  reservation  the  final 
Act  of  the  Congress,  the  preliminary  draft  of  a  convention 
for  a  uniform  law,  which  each  delegate  who  signed 
pledged  himself  to  introduce  before  the  Legislature  of  his 
country.  The  signatories  included  the  -representatives  of  Ger- 
many, France,  Spain,  Italy,  Russia,  and  Austria-Hungary. 
The  attitude  of  Great  Britain  is  peculiar.  As  Sir  George 
Buchanan  told  the  Conference,  the  law  in  this  country  as  to 
bills  of  exchange  is  almost  identical  with  the  laws  of  our 
Colonies,  India,  and  the  United  States.  If  we  accept  any 
modification  of  the  present  law,  there  is  a  danger  of  com- 
mercial difficulties  arising  between  ourselves  and  our  Colonies. 
Unlike  Continental  countries,  we  have  no  separate  "  tribunals 
of  commerce  "  and  no  arbitrary  laws  imposed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture upon  our  commerce.  The  British  delegates  therefore- 
suggest  that  the  proposed  international  law  should  approxi- 
mate to  our  own  Bills  of  Exchange  Act  rather  than  that 
Act  should  be  modified.  The  attitude  of  the  United  States- 
(which  has  practically  inter-State  uniformity)  is  the  same  as- 
ours.  Tho  Intel  national  Conference  will  sit  again  next 
September,  when  the  draft  of  the  prouosed  law  will  be  finally 
settled  and  the  further  question  of  a  uniform  law  as  to 
cheques  will  bo  discussed. 

Bismuth-production  in  U.S.A. 

In  the  course  of  the  annual  report  of  the  U.S.A.  Geological 
Survey  it  is  stated  that  the  only  production  of  bismuth  in 
the  LTnited  States  during  1909  was  made  by  the  U.S.  Metals- 
Refining  Co.  as  a  by-product  at  its  electrolytic  lead-refinery 
(lietts  process),  at  Grasselli,  Ind.  The  bismuth  is  obtained 
from  the  anode  muds  of  lead  bullion.  Tho  bullion  comes- 
largely  from  the  Utah  lead  ores  smelted  at  Bingham  Junc- 
tion, Utah.  Most  of  the  lead  ores  carrying  bismuth  co*re- 
from  the  Tintic  district,  but  the  company  buys  bismuth-bear- 
ing lead,  gold,  and  silver  ores  from  other  districts  a.nd  States. 
More  was  recovered  in  1909  than  in  previous  years.  As  Mie» 
output  is  that  of  a  single  firm,  the  figures  are  not  disclosed. 
The  Monsanto  Chemical  Co.'s  electrolytic  lead-plant  at  St. 
Louis  was  idle  during  1909.  It  was  built  to  operate  on- 
bismuch-bearing  bullion  from  Mexico,  but  the  bullion  pro- 
duced at  the  mine  on  which  it  expected  to  draw  was  sent  to 
England  for  refining.  Many  tungsten  ores  carry  bismuth, 
and  one  company  is  known  to  save  it  as  a  by-product  when- 
reducing  the  tungsten.  Some  bismuth  is  recoverable  in  the- 
clectrcl\tic  copper-refineries,  and  experiments  have  been 
carried  out  toward  this  end,  but  no  saving  has  yet.  been  re- 
ported to  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey.  It  seems  entirely  pos- 
sible that  the  United  States  may  in  time  put  its  markets  be- 
yond foreign  domination  by  saving  the  bismuth  which  at 
present  goes  to  waste  in  various  smelting  industries. 

Bolivia  is  the  principal  bismuth-producing  country,  and! 
from  it,  during  1909.  bismuth  ore  amounting  to  431,215  lb... 
valued  at  S188.574,  was  exported. 


Sweet  Nitre. — At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  March  2.  Mr. 
Richard  Col  well,  chemist  and  druggist,  46  Lordship  Lane, 
London.  S.E  ,  was  summoned  for  selling  sweet,  spirit  of" 
nitre  alleged  to  be  40  per  cent,  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite.  Mr. 
Marsden  -prosecuted  for  the  Caimberwell  Borough  Council, 
and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck 
&  Kirby  for  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association),  defended.. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  pleaded  guilty,  but.  Dut  in  a  certificate  front' 
Mr.  T.  Tickle  to  show  that  the  deficiency  was  only  21  per- 
cent. He  said  it  is  unfair  that-  the  authorities  should  take 
action  in  regard  to  an  article  which  was  admittedly  so  un- 
stalbe.  The  Magistrate  fined  defendant  20s.,  and  17.  18s.  6cL 
costs.

1.  in  so  far 
as  I  have  a  qualification  as  pharmaceutical  chemist  from 
an  Irish  Board,  dare  not  act  as  a  chemist  in  Great  Britain, 
but  in  so  far  as  I  have  a  qualification  as  medical  prac  - 
titioner from  an  Irish  Board,  I  can  act  as  a  chemist  in 
England.    It  is  time  the  anomaly  was  rectified.

The  Qualifying  Examination  for  the  Pharmacist. 
Sir, — When  I  consider  the  remuneration  of  the  shop- 
keeping  pharmacists  in  other  pharmacies  than  those  es- 
tablishments which  some  members  of  the  Council  and 
Examining  Boards  are  associated  with,  and  when  I  think 
of  the  ratio  borne  by  the  prescription  and  poison  trade 
to  the  actual  turnover  in  the  ordinary  chemist's  shop,  it 
appears  to  me  that  more  cogent  reasons  for  inflicting  a 
"curriculum"  with  a  "  board  of  studies  "  and  other  such 
bogies  of  an  "academical  bureaucracy,"  must  be  adduced 
ere  the  public  and  the  Legislature  acquiesce  in  such  propo- 
sals. I  have  known  a  considerable  number  of  chemists  and 
druggists  who  qualified  under  the  regulations  obtaining  fif- 
teen, twenty,  and  thirty  years  since.  With  but  one  excep- 
tion they  have  proved  to  be  worthy,  practical,  and  careful 
men,  whose  reading  has  kept  them  abreast  of  the  progress 
made  in  pharmacy,  materia  medica,  and  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  since  I  was  a  student  alongside  some  of  the 
older  ones  at  the  "Square."  Some  indeed  are  botanists, 
mieroscopists,  chemists,  and  physicists  of  no  mean  order, 
though  engaged  in  a  retail  trade.  But  more  than  this,  I 
have  found  among  no  other  class  of  men  whose  acquaint- 
ance I  have  made  during  more  than  thirty  years,  such  a 
breadth  of  knowledge  relating  to  the  many  materials  of 
interest  to  manufacturers,  to  scientists,  or  to  physicians, 
as  these  chemists  and  druggists  possess.  From  these  ex 
periences  I  must  deduce  that  the  "  open-door  "  training 
for  examinations  has  been  a  good  one,  and  that  if  any 
thing  requires  altering,  it  is  in  the  direction  of  a  dimi 
nished  stringency  in  the  tests  for  the  Minor  qualifies 
tion.  At  all  events  I  have  not  found  that  the  men  who 
have  qualified  since  1899  dispense  one  whit  the  better,  or 
afford  me  information  any  more  clearly  or  scientific-all, 
than  my  older  friends. 

Such  alterations  as  were  made  in  the  syllabus  since  1891 
were  of  little  practical  or  economic  value  to  the  candidate  : 
they  were  such  that  any  eager  student  or  pharmacist  dis- 
covers as  worthy  of  pursuit  and  of  educational  value,  for 
himself.  To  him  they  will  be  pleasurable,  though  but 
rarely  profitable,  for  the  onry  qualifications  that  the 
public  and  the  physician  desire  of  the  pharmacist  are  a 
good  knowledge  of  drugs,  a  correct  and  careful  attitude 
to  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions,  and  a  conformity  to 
the  Poison  Acts.  Analyses,  toxicology,  microscopy,  bac- 
teriology, and  experimental  physics  are  not  sought  for  in 
the  pharmacy  :  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  and  other  bodies 
already  provide  for  these  if  wanted  by  the  public.  If  the 
pharmacist  wishes  to  compete  under  a  heavy  handicap 
with  the  members  of  these  Societies,  by  all  means  test 
these  subjects  in  the  Major  candidates,  but  avoid  burden- 
ing the  poorly  paid  chemist  and  druggist's  assistant  with 
so  heavy  a  burden  for  his  Qualifying  examination. 


I  cannot  discover  whom  the  proposed  curriculum  with 
increasing  examination  tests  and  fees  is  to  benefit — unless, 
indeed,  it  be  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  its  officers,  its 
examiners,  and  some  few  teachers  other  than  its  own.  A 
restriction  in  the  number  of  pharmacists  will,  I  think, 
be  bad  for  the  public  and  bad  for  pharmacists,  as  it  will 
tend  to  increase  rather  than  to  diminish  the  number  of 
dispensing  doctors. 

No,  Sir;  where  the  stringency  should  begin  is  in  the 
Preliminary  examination,  and  especially  on  the  mathe- 
matical side.  A  prevention  of  pupilage  or  apprenticeship 
before  a  sounder  Preliminary  is  passed,  would  help  to 
obtain  a  class  of  students  capable  of  attacking  with  success 
the  scientific  subjects  (which  now  hedge  in  the  Major 
test),  after  a  preparation  for  the  Minor  within  the  boun- 
daries of  the  pharmacy.  With  the  bountiful  kindness  of 
the  wholesale  drug-houses  in  finding  students  specimens, 
with  the  Society's  library  facilities,  and  finally  with  the 
aid  of  your  "  Corner  for  Students  "  columns,  there  appears 
to  me  to  be  no  need,  for  the  capable  student,  of  a  curricu- 
lum nor  of  "crammers,"  unless  the  syllabus  is  so  framed 
as  to  benefit  financially  interested  educationists. 

I  am  writing  this  from  the  point  of  view  of  a  physician 
who  would  be  glad  to  find  dispensing  entirely  relegated 
to  the  pharmacist,  and  also  as  an  old  "  Square  "  man  who 
has  both  at  home  and  abroad  had  many  experiences  and 
much  assistance  from  chemists  and  druggists,  as  well  as 
from  the  Corner  tor  Students.  (217/45.) 

Apprentices  and  the  Preliminary  Examination. 

Sir, — The  "Backwoodsmen"  of  pharmacy,  the  dumb, 
suffering  many  who  carry  on  a  precarious  but  necessary 
trade  in  our  smaller  towns  and  rural  districts,  will  do  well 
to  speak  out  ere  it  is  too  late  upon  the  question  of  making 
the  Preliminary  compulsory  before  apprenticeship.    I  am 
quite  sure  that  if  this  proposed  change  is  made  the  supply 
of  apprentices  in  such  districts  will  to  a  great  extent  fail, 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  from  them  the  trade  as  a 
whole  is  mainly  recruited.    My  own  experience  warrants 
me  in  speaking  positively  with  regard  to  this  matter,  and 
also  in  asserting  that  the  present  system  works  perfectly 
well,  or  did  so  a  few  years  since.      I  have  trained  four 
apprentices,  two  of  whom  came  to  me  straight  from  a 
country  board  school,  and  none  of  whom  had  passed,  or 
(with  one  exception)  made  any  preparation  for  passing,  the 
Preliminary.    One  of  them  passed  three  months  after  be- 
ginning his  apprenticeship,  but  the  others  spent  from  two 
to  three  years  in  study  under  my  supervision.    They  had 
no  difficulty  in  getting  through,  and  their  studies  did  not 
interfere  at  all  with  their  work  in  the  shop  or  their  pro- 
gress in  practical  knowledge  of  the  business.      I  doubt 
whether  at  their  age,  and  under  the  conditions  of  phar- 
macy in  a  country  place,  the  same  amount  of  time  spent  in 
preparing  for  the  Minor  would  have  had  any  appreciable 
result.    That  they  did  well  is  proved  by  their  subsequent 
careers.    One  of  them  passed  the  Minor  within  four  years 
of  his  coming  to  me,  another  within  a  year  of  his  leaving 
me;  three  of  them  are  now  in  business  for  themselves,  and 
all  prospering  I  should  say  beyond  the  average.    It  is  not 
more  than  about  half-a-dozen  years  since  the  third  of  them 
qualified,  and  the  examinations  have  not  ostensibly  been 
much  stiffened  since  then.      Probably  none  of  the  four 
would  have  become  pharmacists  had  they  been  required  to 
pass  the  Preliminary  before  apprenticeship;  for  three  of 
them  it  would  have  been  quite  impossible,  and  the  other 
was  much  beyond  the  usual  age  for  apprenticeship  when 
he  came  to  me,  but  failing  these,  or  such  as  these,  1  might 
have  whistled  for  apprentices,  but  should  certainly  have 
got  none.

The  Council  and  the  Curriculum. 

Sir, — The  Council's  various  schemes  have  had  in  the  past 
very  modified  success.  They  started  with  a  fair  ideal,  but 
with  the  result  that  the  country  was  soon  overrun  with 
unqualified  and  unregistered  men.  It  should  be  the  design 
of  the  authorities  to  qualify  all  the  newcomers  into  the 
ranks  of  pharmacy  rather  than  to  see  how  many  they  can 
reject.  In  my  opinion  the  Qualifying  examination  might 
well  be  modified   in   some  particulars  and  much  more 
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allowance  made  for  years  spent  in  actual  work.  The  present 
stipulation  of  three  years  engaged  in  dispensing,  etc.,  may 
be,  and  often  is,  altogether  bogus.  I  was  once  asked  to 
allow  a  man  to  come  behind  my  dispensing-counter  one 
evening  a  week.  This  was  eventually  to  count  as  the 
stipulated  three  years'  apprenticeship.  Judging  by  the 
young  "  passed  men  "  one  meets,  it  is  obvious  that  some  of 
them  can  never  have  spent  twelve  months,  not  to  mention 
three  years,  in  practical  pharmacy.  All  the  needs  point  to 
a  curriculum,  but  in  what  way  can  the  shop  experience  be 
made  more  reliable  ?  Certificates  to  be  filled  up  are  not 
to  be  relied  on,  signed,  as  they  often  are,  by  men  who  are 
merely  good-natured.  It  would  be  more  to  the  point  if 
the  local  Secretary  had  some  duty  in  the  matter.  Say  that 
A.  B.  takes  an  apprentice,  C.  D.  ;  he  should  notify  the 
Society,  sending  a  copy  of  the  indenture.  Then  the  Society 
advises  the  local  Secretary  of  this,  and  the  latter  makes 
himself  satisfied  by  an  occasional  visit  that  the  youth  is 
actually  employed  in  practical  work  during  the  term  fixed. 
After  the  apprenticeship,  the  years  spent  as  an  assistant — 
if  a  continuation  of  previous  work — should  also  count,  and 
count  heavily.  I  think  the  Council  would  do  better  without 
its  School,  and  confine  its  work  to  administration.  And 
what,  by  the  way,  is  offered  in  exchange  for  the  years  and 
work  put  in  by  the  young  aspirant  for  pharmaceutical 
honours?  Can  the  Council  safeguard  and  guarantee  even 
the  modified  title  they  now  offer?

A  Business  Curriculum. 

Sir, — I  have  been  looking  out  for  some  time  in  the 
columns  of  your  valuable  journal  for  our  renowned  corre- 
spondent "Jay  Mack's"  ideas  on  the  proposed  curricu- 
lum. At  last  he  has  ventured  to  pen  his  feelings,  which  I 
must  admit  astonish  me.  He  does  not  agree  in  many 
ways  with  the  proposed  curriculum,  and  yet  he  agrees 
that  a  curriculum  is  necessary  m  order  that  there  may  be 
efficient  assistants.  Now,  I  should  like  to  ask  "  Jay 
Mack  "  how  will  the  curriculum  produce  efficient  assis- 
tants ?  He  says  "we  must  be  able  to  work  quickly  at  a 
younger  age  than  formerly."  Agreed.  What  does  this 
work  consist  of?  Is  it  trying  to  show  customers  that 
water  contains  H20,  or  that  hyoscyamus  belongs  to  the 
natural  order  Solanaceas  ?  No  i  Customers  want  you  to 
tell  them  what  is  the  best  thing  for  a  sore  throat ;  or  how 
much  castor  oil  should  I  give  baby  ?  etc.  They  also  expect 
you  to  be  able  to  diagnose  the  ailment  of  their  pet  dog  or 
cat,  and  prescribe  for  such.  Again,  they  will  notice  how 
you  put  up  your  parcels.  How  many  assistants  can  wrap 
'and  label  parcels  and  bottles  neatly  and  at  the  same  time 
quickly  ?  These  are  the  things  which  I  was  taught  when 
I  was  serving  my  apprenticeship.  Now  for  my  "business 
curriculum  "  : 

1.  An  apprentice  should  serve  four  years,  during  which 
time  he  should  be  taught  how  to  dust  bottles,  how  to  pour 
from  stock-bottles,  how  to  keep  stock,  how  to  put  up  stock, 
how  to  dress  windows,  how  to  dispense  prescriptions,  how  to 
prescribe  when  called  upon  to  do  so,  and  how  to  serve  cus- 
tomers. Also  required  to  learn  the  posology  of  the  B.P.  and 
antidotes  for  poisons,  the  prices  of  drugs,  and  how  to  show 
the  customer  that  taking  half  a  pound  is  much  better  value 
than  buying  2  oz. 

2.  During  spare  time  the  apprentice  should  learn  com- 
mercial arithmetic,  elementary  bookkeeping,  writing,  Eng- 
lish grammar  and  precis,  elementary  theoretical  chemistry, 
and  Latin.  He  should  also  take  a  postal  course  of  tuition 
in  materia  medica  applicable  to  the  drugs  of  the  B.P.  The 
therapeutical  value  of  all  such  drugs  should  be  learned. 

3.  Having  finished  his  apprenticeship,  he  should  (if  circum- 
stances permit)  enter  a  special  school  for  a  three  months' 
course  in  elementary  chemistry,  materia  medica,  posology, 
therapeutics,  pharmacy  and  dispensing,  Latin  and  prescrip- 
tion reading. 

4.  After  finishing  such  a  course  he  should  be  ready  to  enter 
for  a  Qualifying  examination: 

First  Day. — Commercial  arithmetic,  elementary  book- 
keeping, English  grammar  and  precis,  elementary  theoreti- 
cal chemistry,  and  Latin. 

Second  Day. — Materia  medica,  posology  and  antidotes 
for  poisons  (oral),  therapeutics,  pharmacy,  general  business 
knowledge,  synonyms,  practical  dispensing,  and  prescrip- 
tion reading. 

The  passing  of  the  above  examination  would  mean 
efficiency,  and  the  man  who  would  carefully  pursue  the 


course  I  have  outlined  would  be  capable  of  managing  any 
pharmacy  in  England  or  elsewhere.  He  would  understand 
what  the  public  want  to  know,  and,  moreover,  know 
exactly  everything  necessary  to  conduct  a  first-class  phar- 
macy. The  "  crammed  "  Minor  man  of  to-day  is  much 
behind  in  general  business  knowledge.  I  assume  that  a 
"Business  Curriculum"  such  as  that  I  have  outlined 
would  produce  the  men  whom  the  public  want. 

Birmingham.  Perplexed.  (210/3.) 

An  Assistant's  Reference. 

Mt.  W.  T.  Hides,  Ph.C.  (Cardiff),  engaged  an  assistant 
under  the  name  of  Moffatt,  who  gave  as  a  reference 
"  Richard  Morgan,  chemist  and  druggist,  Station  Hill, 
Wigton,"  and  on  writing  to  that  address  Mr.  Hicks  re- 
ceived the  following  reply,  dated  July  27,  1909,  and 
written  on  printed  business-paper  : 

"  Mr.  Moffatt  has  been  in  my  employment  for  five  and 
a-half  years.  He  is  leaving  as  my  son  has  come  to  manage 
for  me.  He  is  perfectly  trustworthy,  honest,  and  thoroughly 
reliable,  an  abstainer.  He  is  an  accurate  dispenser  and  a 
good  counterman,  possessing  the  confidence  and  esteem  of 
all,  and  I  can  thoroughly  recommend  him  as  a  good,  all- 
round  man." 

This  being  quite  satisfactory  the  assistant  was  engaged. 
He  proved  to  be  an  exceptionally  well-informed  and  efficient 
assistant,  but  recently  left  under  circumstances  which  made 
it  necessary  for  Mr.  Hicks  to  institute  inquiries,  and  having 
written  to  the  Police  Superintendent  at  Wigton  received  the 
following  reply  : 

Be  Moffatt. 

"In  answer  to  your  letter  of  12th  inst.  re  above,  I  beg  to 
inform  you  that  the  enclosed  reference  is  not  genuine.  There 
is  no  such  person  as  '  Richard  Morgan,  chemist,  Station  Hill, 
Wigton.'  There  is  not  a  chemist  in  Wigton  of  that  name.— 
Yours  faithfully,  J.  Veitch  (Supt.)." 

There  are  only  three  pharmacists  of  this  name  on  the 
Register— viz.,  Richard  Morgan,  Ph.C,  Newtown,  Mont.; 
Richard  Banner  Morgan,  Cardiff;  and  Richard  James 
Morgan,  London.  There  were  no  other  Richard  Morgans 
on  the  1909  Register,  nor  does  Kelly's  Directory  reveal  a 
chemist  of  that  name  in  'Wigton.  We  have  written  to 
each  of  the  three  gentlemen,  and  all  reply  stating  that  they 
have  no  knowledge  of  the  testimonial  nor  any  connection, 
past  or  present,  with  Wigton.  In  Moffatt 's  effects,  after 
he  left  Cardiff,  several  of  "Richard  Morgan's"  memo, 
forms  were  found.  If  Moffatt  applies  to  any  of  our  sub- 
scribers for  a  situation  they  should  institute  strict  inquiries 
in  regard  to  his  references. 

Irish  Chemists  and  the  B.P.C. 

Sir, — It  has  occurred  to  me  that  as  there  is  an  Irishman 
President  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  this 
year  at  Portsmouth,  possibly  a  larger  number  of  chemists 
will  be  visitors  to  it  than  usual,  and  if  we  could  arrange 
among  ourselves  as  to  how  many  of  us  would  go,  we  could 
ask  for  special  terms  from  railways,  steamers,  and

If  I  can 
be  of  any  assistance  it  will  give  me  much  pleasure  to  take 
an  active  part  in  promoting  the  excursion  in  July.

It  enabled  me  to 
contrast  these  newer  theories  with  those  which  one  may  find 
in,  say,  Newth's  "Inorganic  Chemistry";  and  in  the  par- 
ticular circumstances  I  would  not  have  missed  this  informa- 
tion if  the  C.  &  D.  had  cost  me  51.  yearly.  I  am  constantly 
getting  similar  help  from  your  columns.  It  is  now  nearly 
three  years  since  I  negotiated  the  Major,  and  I  still  find  some 
of  the  papers  of  Dr.  Dobbin  of  much  value.

Tannin  and  Chlorate  Gargle. 

Y  icillord  (199/17)  submits  the  following  prescription  : 

Potassii  chloratis  gij. 

Acidi  borici  ...       ...   i j . 

Acidi  tannici  ...       ...       ...       ...  3j, 

Aq.  bullientis  ad   Jxij. — M. 

He  says  "  the  chlorate  goes  all  right  with  the  boric  acid, 
and  the  two  acids  together,  but  the  three  ingredients  together 
go  all  wrong."  [Tannic  acid  is  thrown  out  of  solution  in 
water  by  some  inorganic  salts  and  acids.  This  is  an  illus- 
tration of  such  precipitation.  The  precipitate  is  essentially 
tannic  acid.  When  the  gargle  is  prepared  with  boiling  water 
the  precipitate  is  comparatively  heavy  and  occupies  not  much 
space  when  it  settles ;  when  cold  water  is  used  the  precipitate 
is  light  and  bulky.  When  the  tannic  acid  and  potassium 
chlorate  are  dissolved  together  there  is  after  some  hours 
a  visible  precipitate,  which  increases  considerably  in  the 
course  of  a  few  days  and  gives  a  perceptible  reaction  for 
gallic  acid;  probably  a  little  of  the  tannic  acid  has  been 
oxidised  by  the  chlorate  to  gallic.  Much  less  than  the  pre- 
scription quantity  of  boric  acid  is  sufficient  to  cause  the  tannic 
acid  to  fall  out  of  solution.  Tannic  acid  when  thus  thrown 
out  is  supposed  to  be  destitute  of  astringent  properties.  The 
prescriber  would  probably  be  pleased  to  have  this  pointed 
out  to  him.] 

Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  Legal  Advice  Section  of  "The  Chemists'  and  Druggists 
Diary,"  1911,  p.  43s,  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 

A.  F.  (213/6)  proposes  to  exhibit  in  his  pharmacy  a  photo- 
graphic group  of  dogs  with  the  following  wording: 
Dog  Treatment  a  Speciality. 
Dogs  Temporarily  Boarded. 
Moderate  Charges.    Careful  Attendance. 
Will  it  be  legal  for  him  to  do  this,  he  not  being  registered 
under  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act  ?    [Section  17  of  the  Act 
makes  it  an  offence  for  such  a  person  to  use  any  description 
stating  that  he  is  specially  qualified  to  practise  veterinary 
surgery    or    any    branch    thereof.      "  Dog    treatment  a 
speciality  "  is  the  equivalent  of  "  canine  specialist,"  which 
has  been  held  to  be  a  description  within  the  meaning  of  the 
section,  and  should  be  avoided.    "  Dog  treatment  under- 
taken "  will  serve  the  purpose  equally  well.] 

A.  W.  P.  (215/53). — Industrial  methylated  spirit  can  be  re- 
ceived and  used  only  by  those  who  are  specially  authorise i 
by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise,  and  each  use  of  that 
spirit  must  also  be  specially  authorised.  Any  person  who  is 
not  a  licensed  retailer  of  methylated  spirit  may  use  the 
mineralised  spirit  for  a  lotion  for  sores  or  a.  rubbing  bottle 
without  asking  the  Board's  permission ;  licensed  retailers 
must  ask. 

Rhci  (219/19)  asks:  "Is  it  compulsory  for  a  chemist  to 
stamp  and  number  a  physician's  prescription  (containing  a 
poison)  ?  "  He  offended  a  customer  by  stamping  (the  cus- 
tomer called  it  "  defacing  ")  his  prescription,  and  he  chal- 
lenged "  Rhei's "  assertion  that  it  was  compulsory.  [The 
customer  was  right;  there  is  no  law  in  this  country  requiring 
a  chemist  to  stamp  a  prescription  containing  poison  or  any 
thing  else.  A  chemist  may  stamp  a  prescription  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner,  whose  property  it  is,  and  some  object  to 
such  defacing,  while  others  are  rather  proud  of  the  stamping, 
just  as  some  people  are  of  bags  acd  trunks  covered  with  hotel 
and  railway  labels.] 

Street.  (209/21). — It  is  very  likely  that  the  conveyance  to  the 
Local  Council  from  you  contains  the  grant  of  certain  rights 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  roadway,  and  with- 
out seeing  the  conveyance,  or  knowing  the  contents  thereof, 
wo  are  unable  to  advise  you  properly ;  but  in  the  absence  of 
any  agreement  to  the  contrary,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the 
Council  were  not  entitled  to  alter  the  plans  after  the  same  had 
been  passed  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  We  think  you 
should  lodge  a  complaint  first  to  the  Local  Council  and  then 
to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  if  you  get  no  satisf  action 
you  should  consult  a  local  solicitor,  but  you  should  lose  tiu 
time  in  the  matter.  You  do  not  say  if  the  property  was 
purchased  compulsorily  under  an  Act  of  Parliament.  If  this 
is  so,  the  Act  should  be  referred  to  in  order  to  ascertain  what 
rights  (if  any)  were  reserved  or  granted  to  the  Council.

Cosmos  (210/40)  asks:  "Can  a  railway  company  lawfully 
refuse  to  allow  a  person  to  sign  '  not  examined  '  when  taking 
delivery  of  goods  at  the  railway  station?"  "Cosmos"  had 
recently  cause  to  lodge  a  claim  for  damage  to  a 
case  of  a  clock,  for  which  his  man  signed  as 
"i  not  examined,"  and  the  company  now  positively 
refuse  to  allow  him  to  6ign  thus.  [Section  34 
wise  agreed  when  the  seller  tenders  delivery  of  goods  to  tlus 
buyer,  he  is  bound  on  request  to  afford  the  buyer  a  reasonable 
opportunity  of  examining  the  goods  for  tha  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining whether  they  are  in  conformity  with  the  contract." 
tn  this  case  the  railway  company  are  the  agents  of  the  seller, 
and  we  think  "Cosmos"  is  not  entitled  to  take  away  the 
goods  for  examination,  but.  must  examine  them  before  taking 
them  out  of  the  custody  of  the  railway  company.]

Asthma  (203/24). — Arsenical  Cigarettes. — There  are  two 
methods  of  preparing  these -with  arsenic  and  with  sodium 
arsenate — as  shown  in  the  following  examples: 

Cigarettes  dr  Dioscoridi . 

Acid,  arseniosi    0.1  gram 

Sodii  nitratis  ...       ...    0.2  gram 

Aq.  desfill   15  grams 

Dissolve  and  soak  up  the  solution  with  a  piece  of  filter- 
paper  20  cm.  square,  and  when  it  is  dry  cut  up  into  ten 
pieces,  from  which  ten  cigarettes  are  shaped.  Each  cigarette 
w  ill  be  equivalent  to  0.01  gram  of  arsenious  acid. 

Cigarettes  de  Trousseau. 
Sodii  arsenatis  xtal.        ...       ...     1  gram 

Aq.  destill  20  grams 

Dissolve  and  proceed  as  above,  but  make  this  quantity  into 
twenty  cigarettes,  each  of  which  will  contain  0.5  of  sodium 
arsenate. 

Iron  (206/11).- -Hardening  Iron.— The  powder  used  to  case- 
harden  iron  is  potassium  ferrocyanide.  This  is  sprinkled  on 
the  surface  of  the  iron  after  heating  to  a  bright  red.  When 
(he  iron  has  cooled  to  a  dull  red  it  is  plunged  into  cold  water. 
Other  powders  used  for  the  same  purpose  are  (1)  potassium 
ferrocyanide  3  parts,  sal  ammoniac  1  part;  (2)  potassium 
ferrocyanide  1  part,  sal  ammoniac  2  parts,  bone-dust  2  parts. 

Hairy  (200/34).— It  is  impracticable,  if  not  impossible,  to 
tell  the  composition  of  the  hair-wash  from  the  1-dr.  sample 
you  send. 

Cap.  (199/2).— Cream  of  Tartar  Substitute. — Acid  calcium 
phosphate,  potassium  bisulphate,  and  acid  ammonium  phos- 
phate are  employed  as  substitutes  for  cream  of  tartar.  These 
are  generally  sold  mixed  with  a  small  percentage  of  starch  to 
prevent  caking.  "  Tartaraline."  "cream-powder,"  and 
"  citrolene  "  are  the  names  of  some  substitutes  of  this  class. 

IF.  C.  McC.  (208/19).-  (1)  Ball-room  Floor  Polish.— The 
sample  you  send  consists  of  powdered  boric  acid  and  hard 
paraffin,  the  following  being  a  suitable  formula  : 

Hard  paraffin    1  lb. 

Powdered  boric  acid        ...       ...     7  lb. 

Oil  of  lavender    1  dr. 

Oil  of  neroli  20 in.. 

Melt  the  paraffin  and  mix  with  the  boric  arid  previously 
warmed,  then  add  the  perfumes,  mix  well,  and  pass  through 
a.  coarse  sieve. 

(2)  We  cannot  undertake  the  analysis  of  the  small  quantity  of 
mixture  you  send,  the  prescription  for  which  has  been  lost. 

P.  H.  G.  (197/42).  Heel-ball.— The  sample  of  heel-ball  you 
send  is  understood  to  owe  its  superiority  to  the  ceresine  resi- 
due which  enters  into  its  composition.  This  residue  is  not 
readily  obtainable.  The  following  is  a  formula  for  black 
heel-ball  which  has  been  recommended  as  very  good  : 


Carnauba  wax    3  lb. 

Paraffin  wax     1  lb. 

Hard  tallow   6  oz. 

Ivory  black   12  oz. 

Powdered  gum  arable     ...       ...  4  os. 

Powdered  sugar  candy  4  oz. 


Melt  the  waxes  and  tallow,  add  the  other  ingredients  pre- 
viously mixed,  continue  the  heat  ami  stirring  until  homo 
geneous,  then  pour  into  leaden  moulds  previously  wetted. 


A.  A.  O.  (193/55).— Nasal-Douche  Powder.— Your  sample 
is  represented  by  the  following  : 

Potassium  chlorate   '  oz. 

Powdered  borax     ...    i  oz. 

Sodium  bicarbonate    £  oz 

White  sugar  ...       ...       ...       ...    1  oz. 

Mix. 

F.  IF.  M.  (202/23).— Flies  are  not  killed  by  insect-powder; 
they  can  only  be  attacked  through  the  food  they  eat.  This 
is  why  fly-papers,  containing  fly-poisons  such  as  quassia, 
arsenic,  or  cobalt  chloride,  are  the  usual  method  of  dealing 
with  the  fly  pest. 

A.  A.  (201/33).— Killing  Moles.— Strychnine  is  generally 
employed,  but  the  non-scheduled  rat-poisons  containing 
barium  carbonate  and  squill  would  probably  answer  if  made 
into  pellets  and  placed  in  the  holes.  The  following  is  a 
preparation  of  this  class: 

Lard     ...    1  lb. 

Salicylic  acid    1  dr. 

Squill  one  bulb 

Beef  suet      ...   4  oz. 

Barium  carbonate   1  lb. 

Verdigris   q.s.  to  colour. 

Cui  up  the  squill  and  fry  in  the  lard  and  suet,  then  add  the 
other  ingredients. 

./.  .1.  0.  (204/8). — (1)  Caramel  Paste  is  made  by  mixing  dry 
caramel  with  an  equal  quantity  or  more  of  dextrin  and  making 
into  a  paste  with  water.  We  have  no  record  of  the  exact 
proportions,  which  depend  a  good  deal  on  the  brand  of 
caramel.  (2)  Fractional  Distillation. — Young's  "  Fractional 
Distillation  "  (Macmillan,  7s.  bd.)  will  be  helpful  to  you, 
although  not  entirely  satisfying  your  demand. 

IF.  ,s'.  P.  (Calcutta)  (206/ 48). — Disinfectant. — We  cannot 
undertake  to  work  out  the  formula  for  a  disinfectant  even 
with  the  bait  of  "a  shilling  or  two"  which  you  offer.  We 
recommend  you  to  read  the  chapter  on  disinfectants  in 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  (C  &  T).  Office,  10s.),  which  con- 
tains much  information  on  the  subject. 

Cross  (211/34). — Cleaning  Glass  Roofs. — The  incrustation 
of  dirt  which  is  found  on  glass  roofs  in  London  is  very 
difficult  to  remove.  We  published  a  recipe  some  years  ago 
for  this  purpose  in  which  hydrochloric  acid  and  kieselguhr 
were  the  chief  ingredients — this  being,  as  you  see,  the  com- 
bining of  chemical  and  mechanical  methods  of  removing  dirt. 

7?.  A.  (205/1).— Liquid  Fixateur  for  the  Hair. — We  do 
not  know  of  anything  that  could  be  added  to  liquid  paraffin 
to  convert  it  into  a  fixateur.  The  only  hope  of  success  seems 
to  be  in  the  use  of  tragacanth  (as  in  bandoline)  or  a  spirituous 
solution  of  resins  (as  in  moustache-fixateurs). 

F.  K.  P.  (Bombay)  (215/16). — (1)  Books  on  Synthetic  Per- 
fumery.—See  C.  &  T>.,  March  26,  1910,  p.  494.  (2)  We  are 
not  acquainted  with  any  book  dealing  with  the  preparation 
and  colouring  of  pearls. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago.

Trade  Bills  before  Parliament. 

Two  measures  which  claim  the  serious  consideration  of 
every  man  of  business  have  been  introduced  this  session. 
The  first,  a  new  Bankruptcy  Bill,  made  its  appearance  in  the 
House  of  Commons  under  the  auspices  of  the  Attorney- 
General.  This  Bill,  although — even  by  the  admission  of  its 
author— inferior  to  that  of  last  fyear,  will  confer  great 
benefits  on  the  commercial  community.  Its  chief  objects  are 
to  destroy  the  distinction  now  existing  between  insolvency 
and  bankruptcy,  or  between  trader  and  non-trader;  to 
abolish  imprisonment  for  debt,  except  in  cases  of  fraud;  to 
do  away  with  classes  in  certificates;  to  release  the  future 
earnings  or  acquired  property  of  insolvents  from  the  claims 
of  creditors  on  former  estates,  except  in  cases  of  fraud;  and 
to  give  greater  power  to  creditors  in  administering  bankrupt 
estates.  .  .  .  The  other  Bill  relates  to  Trade  Marks ;  it  has 
been  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  by  no  less  a  person 
than  the  Lord  Chancellor.  .  .  .  Fortunately,  pharmacists,  as 
a  class,  are  particularly  free  from  bankruptcy,  as  our 
"Gazette"  witnesses;  but  the  Trade  Mark  question  is  of 
considerable  importance  to  them.  In  proof  of  this  we  may 
quote  the  case  of  a  London  chemist,  who  made  and  sold  cer- 
tain pills,  which  he  called  "  Sir  J.  Clarke's  Consumption 
Pills— by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen's  Permission,"  etc.  Of 
course,  the  object  of  this  was  to  lead  the  public  to  suppose 
that  the  pills  were  prepared  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the 
Queen's  physician.  Sir  James  Clarke  applied  to  the  Court 
of  Chancery,  but  could  obtain  no  relief,  because  he  had  not 
been  in  the  habit  of  making  and  selling  pills.  His  only 
remedy  was  an  action  for  libel.  Several  similar  instances 
will  doubtless  occur  to  our  readers.

WTeiiodin  is  a  new  antisyphilitic  used  experimentally 
with  great  success  by  Polland  ("  Oesterr.  Aertz.  Ztg.,"  1910, 
p.  9).  It  is  a  di-iodo-p-phenolsulphonate  of  mercury,  and  is 
administered  in  doses  of  i  grain  three  to  five  times  per 
diem.    It  is  without  any  inconvenient  after-effects. 

Camelline  is  a  new  crystalline  body  isolated  by  Kitamura 
trom  the  truits  of  Camellia  japonica  by  exhausting  the  de- 
io,ogratIns  Wlth  alcoho1-        forms  white  lamella;,  melting 
at  181  ,  of  the  formula  CbIL.O,.    It  yields  tetra-acetyl  and 
tetrabenzoyl  derivatives,  and  is  probably  a  glucoside. 

Xanthaline  is  Identical  with  Fapavera'dine,  according 
c?  W,\  tJ?-  Perkin>  J""-,  and  Bessie  Dobson  ("  Proc.  Chem 
boc.,  No.  380,  p.  7),  who  have  made  a  study  of  the  alkaloid 
isolated  in  very  small  quantities  from  opium  by  Messrs.  T.  & 
H.  Smith,  of  Edinburgh,  in  1893. 

Verbascose  is  a  new  sugar  extracted  by  Bourquelot  and 
-Bridel  from  the  roots  of  Vcrbascum  Thapsus.  It  forms  a 
white  powder,  consisting  of  fine  microscopic  needles,  meltin» 
at  219°.  Its  specific  rotation  is  +169.9°.  It  does  not  reduce 
iehling  s  solution.  On  inversion  with  acids  it  yields  glucose, 
levulose,  and  galactose. 

Decomposition  of  Hydrogen  Peroxide  by  X,igbt  is,  says 
M  Tian  (•'  Comptes  Rendus,"  1910,  No.  23),  a  monomole- 
cular  reaction,  although  two  equations  (H,0  =H  O+O  and 
20-02)  are  necessary  to  express  all  the  facts.  The'  action  of 
light  is  thus  different  from  that  of  heat,  which  is  a  bimolecular 
reaction,  and  it  seems  analogous  to  that  of  a  catalyser.

Apparently 
tetranitro-rheine,  C,  ,HO,(NO„) ,(OH)_COOH,  is  formed  next 
before  further  transformation  to  chrysammic,  picric,  and 
oxalic  acids. 

Coniferous-wax  Acids.- Bougault,  who  isolated  juni- 
peric  and  sabinic  acids  from  among  the  saponification-products 
of  the  wax  of  Juniperus  Sabina,  has  isolated  0.4  gram  of  an 
acid  not  then  examined,  which  he  has  now  identified  as 
thapsic  acid,  (CH2)u.(COOH)2,  melting  at  124°.  He  has  also 
identified  sabinic  acid  as  a  saponification-product  of  Thuja 
occidcntalis. 

New  Alkaloids —  Flury  has  examined  the  fruits  of  Pega-  - 
num.  Harmala,  known  as  "  rue"  in  Syria.  The  drug  is  used 
as  an  emmenagogue  and  as  an  anthelmintic,  and  has  manv 
of  the  properties  of  Indian  hemp.  Flury  has  extracted  4  per 
cent,  of  two  highly  active  alkaloids,  which  he  has  termed 
"harmine"  and  "harmaline."  The  former  is  a  secondary 
base,  with  the  formula  C,3H,2N20,  while  harmaline  is  its 
dihydro-derivative,  Ci3rI,4N20.  Both  alkaloids  are  intensely 
poisonous. 

Adalln  is  the  latest  sleep-producer,  being  bromodiethyl- 
acetylcarbamide,  and  is  a  white,  almost  tasteless  powder, 
practically  insoluble  in  cold  water.  Adalin  is  neither  a  nar- 
cotic nor  a  "real"  hypnotic,  but  is  useful  in  reducing  the 
abnormal  activity  of  the  brain  and  inducing  sleep.  It  is 
chiefly  recommended  for  its  harmlessness  as  a  sedative  in 
nervousness  or  neurasthenia.  The  dose  is  from  0.25  gram  to 
0.5  gram  three  times  a  day,  but  as  a  soporific  larger  doses 
may  be  given.  If  the  patient  is  only  slightly  excited,  one  dose 
of  a  gram  may  suffice ;  but  if  greater  excitement  is  indicated, 
several  doses  may  be  given  during  the  day  and  a  dose  of 
1  gram  to  1£  gram  at  bedtime.  There  are  said  to  be  no 
post-hypnotic  effects. 

Atropine-Betermination.  —  Javillier  ("  Bull.  Soc. 
Pharm.,"  1910,  629)  gives  the  following  as  an  accurate  method 
for  the. determination  of  atropine  in  belladonna  preparations: 
The  alkaloid  is  extracted  in  a  crude  condition  by  any  of  the 
usual  methods,  and  finally  brought  into  a  dilute  hydrochloric- 
acid  solution,  not  containing  more  than  2  per  cent,  of  ordinary 
hydrochloric  acid.  A  10-per-cent.  solution  of  silicotungstio 
acid  is  then  added,  drop  by  drop,  until  precipitation  is  com- 
plete, and  a  slight  excess  of  the  reagent  is  added.  The  pre- 
cipitate, after  the  liquid  has  been  allowed  to  stand  for  twenty- 
four  hours,  is  collected  on  a  filter-paper,  washed  with  1-per- 
cent, hydrochloric  acid  (until  the  washings  do  not  give  a  pre- 
cipitate with  a  solution  of  atropine),  and  then  dried,  ignited, 
and  the  ash  weighed.  The  ash  consists  of  silica  and  oxide  of 
tungsten.  Its  weight  multiplied  by  0.406  gives  the  amount 
of  atropine  precipitated.
